CHRISTMAS IS COMING

[Jnnumbered millions are in their daily conversation exclaiming, 
“Christmas is coming!” It is true we are approaching the Christ- 


mas season. 


What does it mean to us individually and collectively? 


The average child is rejoicing over the fact that gifts will be distrib- 


uted. Adults are more or less influenced by the same hope. 


It will 


be a season of rejoicing, of music, song, merriment, happiness, and 


gifts. 


If we could bring the fruits of all 
fields, the flowers of all gardens, the 
music from all instruments, and the 
sweets from all dishes, we would dis- 
tribute to the homes of the world. Not 
solely for the purpose of making a gift, 
but for the purpose of teaching the 
real lesson that should be taught and 
that should lie behind every gift. We 
would fill every home with Christian 
joy; we would cause the sweetest music 
to echo thru all the rooms and halls of 
all the homes. We would fill every 
heart with gratitude, wreathe every 
face in smiles, and cause the light from 
the star that shall never fade to illu- 
mine every path in order that the real 
lesson might be comprehended, and, 
that the world might understand the 
meaning of Christmas. 


When looked at from a collective 
standpoint, it ought to mean to the 
world that a great blessing was bestow- 
ed, a new spirit was released, and a 
new light was brought into existence. 
God, thru the mouth of angels, testi- 
fied to the fact that His attitude toward 
a lost and a sin-cursed world was the 
attitude of love, of kindness, good will, 
and forgiveness. It indicated more; 
namely, that He was willing to send 
His own Son and sacrifice Him that 
the world’s sufferings might cease, the 
world’s poverties might pass, the 
world’s sins might be forgiven and the 
world’s enemies might be conquered. 


God was in no way angry with the 
sinners, but He hated sin enough ‘to 
crucify His Son that poor lost sinners 
might be freed from the bondage and 
power of sin and that they might be- 
come His children in deed and in fact. 
That is the controlling thought and 
fact behind Christmas. 


There is another great fact that 
should be emphasized beyond every 
other; namely, that Christmas should 
be used solely for the purpose of pre- 
senting to the world the fact of the in- 
carnation of Jesus Christ. The Star of 
Bethlehem, pointing to the cradle of 
the incarnation, testified to the follow- 
ing facts: 

FIRST: It pointed to the fact of 
Christ’s pre-existence. He existed with 
the Father and the Holy Spirit, three 
persons in one being,—“And the Fath- 
er so loved the world... .”’ He did not 
love the world in bulk, but individual- 
ly, until the whole was included. That 
love was expressed in the gift—His on- 
ly begotten Son was sent to the earth 
by Him. The Holy Spirit conceived the 
body of Christ in the womb of the vir- 
gin, and thus the Son was born, not of 
earthly parents, but the son of the vir- 
gin and the Son of God, very God of 
very God. 


His was a dual nature because He 
took upon Himself our form, clothed 


Himself in our filthy rags, tabernacled 
Himself in our flesh, in order that He 
might redeem us from the bondage in- 
to which we had fallen and in which 
human nature, totally depraved, was 
and is incased. 


Christmas then sets forth the virgin 
birth, sets forth the fact that Jesus 
Christ, born of the virgin, was the gift 
of God, the greatest gift that God’s 
love could make. That is what Christ- 
mas should mean to us individually, 
and that is the lesson that must be 
taught to the children of today. That 
is the controlling fact. The virgin birth 
is the essential fact. You may say that 
all the other steps of the plan of salva- 
tion are essential, and they are, but, 
they all rest upon the virgin birth, they 
all rest upon the birth of the Son of 
God who came on that glorious night 
to bring peace and good will to the 
world. Does the world realize that 
fact when it rejoices over the approach 
of Christmas? Does the world compre- 
hend that the giving spirit is but the 
by-product of the gift of God? 


SECOND: Christmas should be used 
to teach the efficacy of that gift. A 
gift ought to express love and the re- 
ceiver of the gift should reciprocate 
the love. A gift cannot have in it any 
element of purchase. There can be no 
contractional value exchanged, because 
the gift, in order to be a gift, must ve 
free from everything that the receiver 
could possibly do to compensate. A 
real gift is not made on the grounds of 
merit or for the purpose of compensat- 
ing some one for service rendered. Cer- 
tainly that is true of the divine gift. 
God was under no obligation to save us 
nor was He under any obligation to 
give us any consideration. But His 
love expressed His holiness, His jus- 
tice and His infinite mercy and kind- 
ness. Without obligation resting upon 
Him He expressed His love—love that 
could not be purchased, love that could 
not be compensated—by giving us His 
only begotten Son. 


If it were possible for the sinner to 
do anything, then grace would cease to 
be grace and God’s gift would cease to 
be a gift, therefore the birth of Christ 
was efficacious. It immediately filled 
the world with the potency of the divine 


spirit. The world cannot destroy that 
spirit or get rid of the fact that it is 
today powerful. People may reject 
Christ, may spurn His love and deny 
His gift, but they cannot destroy the 
fact that the gift ever remaineth. When 
the gift is received there is instantan- 
eous life imparted—the character of 
God, the righteousness of Christ. Re- 
generation, justification and _ sancti- 
— follow the reception of that 
gift. 


The Son of God, freely given on that 
Christmas eve night, was given for 
the redemption of the world and when 
we receive Him as our personal savior 
and receive the gift in the spirit in 
which it was made and for the purpose 
for which it was made, we are instant- 
a again and become the Sons of 


THIRD: The permanent effects of 
the gift should be taught to the world. 
When Jesus Christ is received as the 
personal savior of the individual, then 
the efficacy, the joy, the blessings, the 
fruits, and the powers of that gift be- 
come permanent. This, of course, is 
another phrasing of the same sentence 
which reads in Holy Writ as follows, 
“I am persuaded that he is able to keep 
., which I have committed unto 

im. 


In other words, the reception of 
Jesus Christ, the gift of God, instantly 
brings us into existence as new born 
creatures and our lives become His, de- 
posited in Him, and deposited with Him 
and there is no power in this universe 
to dislodge us. We become encapsuled 
in Christ, the Holy Spirit residing in 
us. Then the joys, blessings, benedic- 
tions and daily ministrations of that 
gift are ours forever. 


This is the lesson that is behind 
Christmas, superior to all the world’s 
commonplace conceptions of Christmas. 
This is the lesson that must be taught. 
Let the world shout, “Christmas ‘is com- 
ing!” But, let the world at the same 
time stand still and admit that the 
historical Christmas is the fact of facts 
to which the whole world should look, 
for in the birth of Christ is the only 
hope of the world. In the love of Christ 
is the only redemption for the world, 
in the Blood of Christ is the only pow- 
er to save a lost soul. In the resurrec- 
tion of Christ is the combined power of 
the Godhead to regenerate, justify, 
keep and use. In the ascension of 
Christ is the promise of mediatorial 
power. In the fact that Christ sits at 
the right hand of God is the guarantee 
that He is coming back for the ones 
for whom He was given. Christmas 
must cover the whole expanse of the 
facts and truths lodged in the gift of 
the Son of God who was born in a 
manger on Christmas eve night.

Question: Is it reasonabie to suppose 
that this hereditary poisun which was 
handed down in tiie Lile-siteam of Jew- 
ry, Irom the time of the Vid ‘Lestament 
prophets, has ceased to exist? 


The common-sense answer is an eni- 
phate “NU”! We have the same type 
ot human “Vipers” with us today that 
our Lord had to contend with nineteen 
hundred years ago. ‘they were the 
scheming, tricky group which stirred 
up the mobs that screeched tor the de- 
struction of the Son of God. 

They uttered the most vicious cry 
that ever:tfell from human lips: “Cru- 
city him!

National Repentance Needed 


There is now but one hope for the 
Jewish people in the sight of God. Pe- 
ter voiced it in his Pentecostal oration 
when he spoke directly to them: “Re- 
pent, ye therefore, and be converted, 
that your sins may be blotted out.” 

When the Jews were demanding the 
death of Christ they shouted: “His 
blood be on us, and on our children.” 
Therefore, as a nation, they stand guil- 
ty and condemned before God except as 
they do what Peter commanded, “RE- 
PENT.” It should also be noted that 
when Peter uttered these words, he was 
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“filled with the Holy Ghost.” 


Until there comes a national re- 
pentance, there can be no harmony and 
peace for this rebellious race. Mean- 
while, the Gentile nations in which they 
are scattered, will have to deal with 
that particular strata among them 
which Christ designated as “Vipers.” 
These are the ones who are today per- 
petrating the plot of international Com- 
munism and creating the world-wide 
revolutionary spirit which is now 
sweeping the earth. 


American Attitude Toward Jews 


With the possible exception of kng- 
land, ho Nation has ever been as Kind 
and considerate of tne Jewish people 
as the United States. belng a “meiting- 
pot’ of all races, we have weicumed 
tnem with open arms. ‘Lhey have ai- 
ways enjoyed our hospitality. ‘Lhey 
have participated in ali the liberties 
which are granted to other American 
citizens. We have never had a ghetto, 
like Kuropean nations. We have never 
treated them as a separate community. 
They have been tree to mingle any time 
and any where. 


In turn, many members of their race 
have earned great esteem for them- 
selves. They have, with other Ameri- 
cans, made admirable records in ditter- 
ent lines of human endeavor. They 
have proved to be appreciative, law- 
abiding citizens. They have been elect- 
ed to public offices and have command- 
ed respect for themselves and their 
race, 

It would be foolish to group all Jews 
together and label them “Vipers.” No 
matter that the members oi this race 
like to separate themselves from Gen- 
tiles; no matter that in their deepest 
natures they possess a feeling of racial 
superiority; no matter that they in- 
variably regard themselves as “‘foreign- 
ers’—yet if they prove to be good citi- 
zens, they are deserving of the same 
respect and consideration that is given 
to other Americans, since we are all 
foreigners, except the North American 
Indian! 


This was illustrated in a western city 
recently where I was asked to deliver 
an address against Communism. I ex- 











plained, as I always do when speaking 
on this subject, that there have ever 
been two types of Jews: (1) Those who 
regard Jewry as a religion, and (2) 
those who look upon themselves as be- 
ing a political state for the purpose of 
acquiring world dominion. I said that 
Communism resulted from the efforts 
of the latter group. 


One of the most prominent and in- 
fluential Jews of that city was in my 
audience. He saw my careful discrim- 
ination and appreciated it. Next day, 
he was profuse in his praise of the ad- 
dress, and said that such teaching was 
much needed at the present time in or- 
der to do justice to conscientious Jews 
and at the same time to sound a warn- 
ing against the “Viper” strata. 


At this point, the frank but truthful 
statement of Mr. James W. Gerard, 
former Ambassador to Germany, is of 
vital importance: 


“As a friend of the Jewish race, I 
want to state that if ever the Ameri- 
can nation gets the idea that the Jew- 
ish race and Communism are synony- 
mous there is the possibility of a pog- 
rom in the United States that will make 
those of the Czar’s era look like a small 
parade.” He said he based his remarks 
in part on his personal observations of 
Communist gatherings at Union Square, 
New York. 


All over the United States, and for 
that matter the entire world, where 
riots and acts of mob violence are tak- 
ing place, if one will probe deep enougn 
he will usually discover Jewish plan- 
ners, “Human Vipers”, behind the scen- 
es agitating, instructing and directing 
their Gentile “dupes.” Cut to the tap- 
root of international Socialism and you 
will invariably find apostate Judaism.

1934 HAS BEEN a tragic year in Eu- 
rope. Four outstanding figures in world 
affairs have been assassinated: King 
Alexander of Yugoslavia, Foreign Min- 
ister Barthou of France, Dictator Doll- 
fuss of Austria, and Premier Duca of 
Rumania. 
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A DISCUSSION is raging in a To- 
ronto newspaper between Morris Zeid- 
man, a “Hebrew Christian” and Fred- 
eric Davidson. Mr. Zeidman challenged 
his opponent to prove among other 
things, that the majority of Moscow’s 
government is Jewish and that the Rus- 
sian people are “held down by a reign 
of terror.” Mr. Davidson replied that 
only members of the Communist Party. 
representing one-eighth of the total 
population, are allowed to vote in Rus- 
sia, and then only for one another un- 
der the dictates of the ruling clique. 
He pointed to Chamberlain’s late book, 
“Russia’s Iron Age” to establish the 
fact of terrorism.

Senate records to prove that only 16 
real Russians participate in Moscow’s 
inner circle while the governing group 
is overwhelmingly Jewish, at least 265 
having come from the East side of New

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~TOTEMISM 


TOTEM POLES are becoming in- 
creasingly popular. Merchants 
are using them as symbols for 
various lines of business. Driv- 
ing along a Michigan highway re- 
cently, I saw a large Pole and a 
sign “Totem Pole Restaurant.” 


Comparatively few people know 
where Totem Poles originate or that 
“Totemism” is a word used to describe 
a universal system of heathen religious 
worship among primitive peoples. This 
form of demonic religion is known in 
all parts of the world. Idols, charms, 
animals, images and Poles are always 
associated with it. 


It is invariably identified with be- 
liefs and practices dependent upon 
some supposed connection between ani- 
mals and persons. Australia, India, 
Africa and North America are known 
particularly as places where “Totem- 
ism” is familiar. 

A totemic tribe is one that consists 
of a number of groups or clans. Each 
clan has its own peculiar charm or sym- 
bol, around which there clusters a series 
of wild, fanatical, heathenish, religious 
beliefs and observances. Thus the Pole 
becomes the central object, the cohesive, 
patriotic element, the core of the ac- 
tivities of the clan revolve. In some 
parts of the world, men will not take 
women to be wives, who are not of the 
same totem-beliefs and plan: relation- 
ship. In: such instances the Pole, or 
charm, fixes the all moral, social, and 
religious boundaries. 

Some anthropologists regard “Totem- 
ism” as being the most primitive form 
of religion in the world. The system is 
well known among American Indians, 
particularly in the northwest part of 
the United States and Canada also Alas- 
ka. The Eskimos are frequently dis- 
covered to be totemized. The picture 
shown on this page of The Defender 
was taken in the Province of British 
Columbia, Canada. 

Evil Spirits 

Behind “Totemism” there is demon- 
ism. A few facts, considered succinct- 
ly, will serve to illustrate this truth. 


In Australia, for instance, there are 
tribes which believe that millions of 
totem animal spirits were created in 
the remote past. When a human being 
is born, it is because one of these ani- 
mal spirits has entered into a human 
body. Thus, the new born child pos- 
sesses a human body and an animal 
spirit. 

Between incarnations these animal 
spirits abide in certain centers, known 
as totem-centers; there they acquire 
knowledge which they bring back with 
them at the time of their next visit to 
the earth-plane. 

A study of the Totem Pole repro- 
duced herewith shows the likeness of a 
man at the base, held in the grasp of 
another hideous creature which in turn 
acquires the traits of an animal, and a 
bird is eventually produced. The ob- 
ject, taken as a whole, shows a blending 
of the animal kingdom with humanity. 
This Pole portrays the physical like- 
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ness of the god which the worshipper 
visualizes in his mind. “Totemism” 
therefore represents about the lowest 
and most perverted religious instincts 
known to mankind. It represents a 
contact with demon spirits which pro- 
duces physical substance in the form 
of hideous idols. 


Dr. G. H. Pember says: “The Bible 


plainly recognizes spiritual existences 
behind the idols of Heathenism, and af- 
firms that these existences are de- 
mons.” He then calls attention to the 


Scripture which says that God smote 
the gods of the Egyptians and contin- 
ues: “In Deuteronomy 10:7 we have the 
expression ‘For Jehovah your God is 
the God of gods and the Lord of lords.’ 
And numerous are the Scriptural asser- 
tions that Jehovah is highly exalted 
above all gods, and feared above ail 
gods. If, then, He executed judgment 
upon the gods of Egypt, they must have 
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been living beings: if He is contrasted 
with other gods, they must be real ex- 
istences.” 


The fact of real, demon intelligences 
being behind such idols as Totem Poles 
is referred to in such Scriptures as 
Deuteronomy 32:17 “They sacrificed 
unto demons, not to God; to gods whom 
they knew not, to new gods that came 
newly up, whom your fathers feared 
not.” And Psalms 106:37 “Yea, they 
sacrificed their sons and their daugh- 
ters unto demons.” 


Dr. Pember gives this further ex- 
planation concerning the origin of idols: 
“An idol, the creation of man’s fancy, 
is nothing; but it is not possible that 
men could be moved to worship nothing: 
there is a real power behind. The 
Heathen think that they are sacrificing 
to Deity; but their offerings ascend to 
demons, and by their sacrificing feasts 
they establish a fellowship with un- 
clean spirits.” 


Origin of Demon Worship 


The first chapter of Romans contains 
one of the most tragic statements found 
anywhere in the Bible. It explains the 
origin of idolatry and _ heathenism. 
Ever since the collapse of Eden, idol- 
worship has been terrible, deep-seated 
treason against the government of God. 
The crime is not in the act of bowing 
before the idol, the image, the fetish, 
or the witch doctor; the crime is in the 
act of surrender to the demon spirit 
which requires the victim to thus pros- 
trate himself in false worship. 


For this reason, God was careful in 
the revelation at Sinai to forbid idol 
worship in the Ten Commandments. 
“Thou shalt have no other gods before 
me.” 


The heathen are in their present con- 
dition because of the sins of their an- 
cestors. This involves the inescapable 
law of heredity. The sins of the parents 
are visited upon the children. “The 
fathers have eaten sour grapes, and the 
children’s teeth are set on edge.” 


There was a time when the ancestors 
of what is today the heathen world had 
revelations of one kind or another from 
God. All first-peoples knew the true 
light, but they turned and followed 
their own ways, walked in their own 
ways, walked in their own lusts and 
lost the light which they possessed. 
Their foolish hearts thus became dark- 
ened. Their deliberate sin carried them 
into the depths of carnal depravity un- 
der which posterity continues to suffer 
until this hour. 


God Revealed to All People 
There is a wealth of interesting evi- 
dence to support the idea that the whole 
redemptive program was made known 
by one means or another to all original 
peoples. The Gospel is written in the 
stars for all who will read and it is a 
well attested fact that many ancients 
possessed this knowledge. Thus, the 
strange, pious, Wise Men came from 
the East to worship Jesus when He 
was born. By the stars, by astronomi- 
cal signs and revelations in the Heav- 
ens, they knew the time of the birth of 

the world’s Redeemer had arrived. 


God left no nation without a revela- 
tion of Himself. It is also indicated 
in Romans 1:20 that the earliest peo- 
ple to live on this earth were by no 
means without a knowledge of God. 
No normal human being has ever lived 
who did not feel a sense of guilt in his 
conscience when God’s laws were trans- 
gressed. God is revealed in the heav- 
ens, in nature, in conscience, through 
special providences, and by other rev- 
elations of Himself. 

“When they knew God, they glorified 
him not as God, neither were thankful; 
but became vain in their imaginations, 
and their foolish heart was darkened. 
Professing themselves to be wise, they 
became fools, and changed the glory of 
the uncorruptible God into an image 
made like to corruptible man, and to 
birds, and fourfooted beasts, and creep- 
ing things.” Romans 1:21-23. 

“Birds, fourfooted beasts, and creep-

ing things.” This gives a perfect ex- 
planation for the origin of “Totemism” 
and the many other crude forms of idol 
worship. It is a matter of perverting 
the religious instinct by deliberately re- 
jecting the light of God’s revelations. 
“Wherefore God also gave them up to 
uncleanness through the lusts of their 
own hearts. Who changed the truth of 
God into a lie, .and worshipped and 
served the creature more than the 
Creator.” 


There is but one hope for the millions 
of perishing souls who are struggling 
in the black night of heathendom and 
that is to give them the true light of 
God and the Gospel which their ances- 
tors rejected. 


No doubt the first objects of idol 
worship after the human race rejected 
God, were the Sun, Moon and other 
heavenly bodies. Afterwards, God was 
supposed to reside in men. Men were 
worshipped. Images were later made 
of men and these were worshipped. 
Nude conceptions of human beings were 





created and these were also worshipped. 
“Changed the glory of the uncorruptible 
God into an image made like to cor- 
ruptible man.” 


Later, weird conceptions of half 
humans and half animals came from the 
mental perversion of the race—the 
same depraved root perversion out of 
which the animalistic theory of Evolu- 
tion comes today. Gods of human- 
animals were worshipped, as in ancient 
Greece. Then beasts began to be de- 
ified as well as creeping things. 


Visit India in your thinking. See 
the horrible spectacle of millions of 
idol-worshippers prostrating themselves 
before animals. Catherine Mayo tells 
how the monkey and the cow are dei- 
fied. Snakes are also worshipped in 
——e and many other places over the 
earth. 


It has always been so. Idol worship 
is the curse of the race. But why go 
to India for idol worship? See men, 
in civilized lands, worshipping the god 
Mammon, the god Lust, the god World- 
ly Pleasure, the god War. 





Winter In Moscow 





PROPAGANDISTS who say 
that international Communism 


is not an apostate Jewish attempt 
to acquire world dominion are 


faced with the new book “Winter 
in Moscow” by Malcolm Mug- 
geridge, press representative of 
England’s famous newspaper the 
Manchester Guardian. 


On page 94, Mr. Muggeridge sums uv 
the whole philosophy of Communism, 1f 
indeed it can be called a philosophy: 


“Bolshevism, as Ouspenski (a Jewish 
official) boasted, had to destroy. It is 
set out to destroy everything formerly 
in existence. This meant destroying 
people because people are indissolubly 
connected with things. It would mean, 
if it was carried through to the end, 
destroying every one, since people’s 
lives have their roots in the past, and in 
institutions and customs and beliefs 
that have grown out of the past. 


“Even in Russia, however, the de- 
structive force innate in Bolshevism 
cannot be carried through to the end. 
It gains impetus; proceeds more and 
more frantically and hysterically, but 
must at last spend itself. It cannot be 
carried through to the end because it 
depends on hate. It presupposes a so- 
ciety in a perpetual ferment of hate, or 
of class war. Certain individuals; sad- 
ists and some Jews, can hate all their 
lives; base their lives on hate; and a 
whole society can be propagandised in- 
to hating for the duration, say, of a 
war or a general election; but no whole 
sotiety can hate indefinitely. There 
comes a limit.” 


The Author makes it very clear that 
Communism is the product of “Jewish 
egotism,” that the whole bestial sys- 
tem is rooted in Jewish hatred for the 
Gentiles of the world. He shows how 
the Russian people were stirred up by 
Jewish leaders prior to the revolution, 
how civil war was deliberately insti- 
gated, how class hatreds are system- 


atically produced so as to keep the Gen- 
tile population in a weakened state of 
exhaustion, fear and terror. 


In this connection, the following dis- 
closure and analogy are most signifi- 
cant: 


“The class war, in fact, became an 
institution or vested iniérest. For fear 
that the class war should die down, an 
organization was created whose busi- 
ness was to keep it alive by, on the one 
hand, making class enemies, and, on 
the other, destroying them. This ma- 
chinery of destruction is a non-stop 
puppet revolution. It has its properties 
and its formulae and its personnel; its 
stage army and villain and hero, and 
serves to perpetuate artificially the 
circumstances in which alone the Dic- 
tatorship of the Proletariat can con- 
tinue to exist; as though the Church, 
in order to keep alive the first inspira- 
tion out of which its doctrine and its 
power came, had Jesus nailed on to the 
cross again and again, the corpse be- 
coming more and more bloodless, putre- 
fied; made a skull contort with agony, 
and a regimented crowd jeer and de- 
serve punishment while the elect, the 
apostles, the Dictatorship of the Prole- 
tariat, were radiant with electric vir- 
tue.” 


Evidently lacking a knowledge of the 
true character of Bolshevism, Mr. Mug- 
geridge went to Moscow prepared to be 
liberal minded about the “Great Russian 
Experiment.” He passed a_ winter 
there, kept his eyes open, and was sad- 
ly disillusioned. As a newspaper man, 
he was not allowed to send out the 
truth as to actual conditions because of 
the powerful Jewish censorship of the 
press. 


He had to return to England in or- 
der to make the facts known. The 
journalist in Russia is a pitiful crea- 
ture. Whether or not he is allowed to 
hold his job depends upon his willing- 
ness to send out only reports that flat- 
ter the Moscow bureaucracy. ‘“Conse- 
quently,” remarks Mr. Muggeridge, 


“news from Russia is a joke.” 


The Dictatorship made a blunder in 
Mr. Muggeridge’s case. Having al- 
lowed him a thorough look round, they 
omitted to keep him inside; they failed 
to arrest him by “mistake” or on a 
technicality and put him in a filthy jail 
for a few hours, long enough to get some 
deadly disease in his flesh to insure his 
death within a few weeks. 


It has been correctly stated that Mr. 
Muggeridge has a gift of irony; he ex- 
pends it shrewly, and in a racy manner 
that holds the reader’s attention while 
he exposes the gruesome program 
which is keeping 160,000,000 Gentiles in 
a state of virtual slavery. The GPU 
spy system of secret police is unmasked 
in his exposure, as well as the ghastly 
immerality of the ruling classes. In- 
deed, mass immorality is the chief cor- 
ner-stone of Bolshevism. Moscow 
prides itself among other things, on its 
widely advertised genius in destroying 
unborn children, 


The reader learns from these pages 
what he can never hope to get through 
the daily newspapers. Let any editor 
in the average American city make 
known the true Jewish character of 
Communism in a press report and with- 
in twenty-four hours he will have most 
of the Jews in town “on his back”. 


In reality the volume is made up of 
a series of experiences through which 
the Author passed during his winter in 
Russia. It is impossible to refrain the 
tears as one reads pages 39 to 57 and 
learns what the poor Kulaks (farmers) 
are passing through. 


These particular pages tell of a Rus- 
sian woman whose husband was taken 
away by Red soldiers, and within a 
short time their farm implements and 
other possessions were confiscated. 
She, her aged father, and three small 
children, were reduced to starvation. 
Later, the soldiers came again search- 
ing for food, and charged her with 
“hoarding” grain. She lied, saying that 
no food had been hid on the place. A 
search revealed that her father had 
hidden a sack of flour. He was march- 
ed away at the point of bayonets and 
shot to death. 


This occurred under cover of dark- 
ness. It was a dark and dismal night. 
Snow was falling outside. Her three 
emaciated children had fallen to sleep. 
She was wild from hunger and perse- 
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cution. With an axe she killed her 
babies and bound their bodies in three 
large sacks to resemble sacks of grain. 
She hid them in the loft above. 


Thereupon she left her little house 
and in the dead of night went to the vil- 
lage and begged the head officer of the 
Red soldiers to return home with her. 
The woman explained how, after their 
visit, she had thought things over and 
had come to the conclusion that on the 
whole it would be better for her not 
to try any longer to defy the Dictator- 
ship of the Proletariat; how she had 
three sacks of grain hidden away which 
she was prepared to deliver up if he 
would come and receive them; hew she 
realized at last that her own and the 
country’s best interests would be served 
if she joined a collective farm, and how 
she intended to take that step the very 


next day. 

The officer and three soldiers finally 
returned with her. Taking the officer 
to the loft, showing him where the 
three sacks were stored, she killed him 
with the same axe when he was bent 
over making the search. 


She was immediately put to death. 


A Jewish official in Moscow was 
quick to dramatize the dead officer as 
a hero and canonize him as a martyr. 
And another reign of terror was in- 
stantly launched throughout Russia to 
weaken, subdue, and demoralize the un- 
ruly Kulaks who have been among the 
last to forfeit all semblance of personal 
liberty. 

“Winter in Moscow” is not a reli- 
gious book but it contains information 
which religious people need to know. 





The Outlook Of The Hour

TWENTY years ago today the 
drums of war were rolling all 
across Europe and the pleasant 
pre-1914 world went up in flames. 
This afternoon, in a crowded, 
hushed House of Commons, I 
heard Stanley Baldwin say: 


“This is the air age. The old 
frontiers are gone. When now we 
think of the defence of England 
we must no longer think of the 
white cliffs of Dover, but we must 
think of the Rhine. That is 
where our frontier lies today.” 


The hush in that historic assembly 
became even more deep and solemn. 
Men and women looked at each other 
in a wild surmise. Was this the indis- 
cretion of a statesman, or a calculated 
warning to the world that Great Bri- 
tain now openly recognized Germany 
as the danger to peace. 

It was a calculated warning. Every 
word of it had been planned by Bald- 
win and discussed at a previous cabinet 
meeting. It was the most significant 
remark made in England since the 
Swastika was hoisted 18 months ago to 
the flagpoles of a resurgent Germany 
burning to avenge her “wrongs”. 

The continuing voice of Baldwin 
broke the hush. A German journalist 
two seats away from me waited for no 
more, but gathered his papers and 
swept out. Below me sat Lloyd George 
on the front opposition bench, leaning 
forward and listening intently. 

The above has been quoted verbatim 
from the Daily Star, Toronto. It was 
written a few days ago by M. H. Hal- 
ton, European correspondent. So gra- 
phic is it, that it immediately arrests 
attention. What, I wonder, will 1935 
bring forth. 


The Story of Rome 
Rome in the heyday of her glory is 
to be reproduced. The conquering le- 
gions of the ancient Roman Empire in 
the days of the Caesars with all their 
achievements will again appeal to the 

imagination through the eye. 
Premier Benito Mussolini, whose 


forceful administration has had such 


a beneficent effect on Italy, is per- 
sonally sponsoring the Augustean Ex- 
hibition, at which Imperial Rome is to 
be revived. In fact, the hope is that 
this ambitious enterprise will be the 
greatest exhibition of Roman life ever 
attempted. It is to be held in 1937. 


From the art galleries of the world 
will come models of the arches of tri- 
umph, such as those of Titus in Rome, 
of Augutus at Susa and Aosta, of 
Rimini and Trajan at Benevento. Re- 
duced models of arches in Algiers, 
Spain, Provence and Libya will be 
seen. Plaster models of famous Ro- 
man monuments are being prepared. 
Copies of Roman art and architecture 
in various parts of the world are to be 
obtained. Old Roman theatres of Mar- 
cellus, of Dugga in Tunis, and of Asia 
Minor wil! be reproduced in models 
alongside the coliseum itself. There is 
to be an extensive engravings section, 
and an excellent display of robes of 
Roman magistrates, generals, orators, 
artists and emperors. 


The whole, advance information 
seems to indicate, will be worthy of the 
traditions of Rome in her palmy days. 
If only Daniel could be here to witness 
the fulfillment of his prophecy regard- 
ing the revival of Rome! 


America as Seen by a Prophet 


Nearly one hundred years ago Lord 
Macaulay, great English historian, 
made a prediction concerning the Uni+- 
ed States which seems remarkable now, 
in view of the economic crisis through 
which the country is passing. Writing 
from London May 23, 1857, to the Hon. 
H. E. Randall of New York, he cited his 
fears for the future of America as his 
reason for being unable to reckon Jef- 
ferson as a benefactor of mankind. In 
part, Lord Macaulay’s letter read: 


“T have long been convinced that in- 
stitutions purely democratic must soon- 
er or later destroy liberty or civiliza- 
tion, or both. You may think your 
country enjoys an exemption from in- 
dustrial evils. But the time will come 
when hundreds and thousands of artis- 
ans will be out of work. Then your in- 
stitutions will be fairly brought to a 
test. Distress everywhere makes the 
laborer mutinous and inclines him to 
listen with eagerness to agitators who 
tell him that it is a monstrous iniquity 
that one man should have a _ million 
while another can not get a full meal. 
There is plenty of grumbling and 
sometimes a little rioting. 

“IT have seen England pass through 
such critical seasons. Through such 
seasons the United States will have to 
pass and I can not help foreboding the 
worst. The day will come when in the 
State of New York a multitude of peo- 
ple, none of whom has had more than 
half a breakfast or expects more than 
half a dinner, will choose the legisla- 
ture. Is it possible to doubt what sort 
of legislature will be chosen? On one 
side is a statesman preaching patience, 
respect for vested rights, a strict ob- 
servance of public faith. On the other 
is a demagogue ranting about the ty- 
ranny of capitalists and usurers and 
asking why anybody should be permit- 
ted to drink champagne and to ride in 
a carriage while thousands of honest 
people are in want of necessities. Which 
of the two candidates is likely to be 
preferred by a workingman who hears 
his children cry for bread? 

“TI seriously apprehend that you will, 
in some peor | season of adversity, do 
things which will prevent prosperity 
from returning; that you will act like 
people in a year of scarcity, devour all 
the seed corn and thus make the next 
year not of scarcity but of absolute 
distress. The distress will produce 
fresh spoliation. 

“Either some Caesar or Napoleon 
will seize the reins of government with 
a strong hand, or your Republic will be 
as fearfully plundered and laid waste 
by barbarians in the Twentieth Cen- 
tury as the Roman Empire was in the 
Fifth; with this difference: that the 
Huns and Vandals who ravaged the 
Roman Empire came from without; and 
your Huns and Vandals will have been 
engendered within your country by 
your own institutions.” 


Such was the prediction for America 
made by Lord Macaulay more than

three quarters of a century ago. Judge 
for yourself how nearly it has come 
true. 


These are startling facts to say the 
least. The threat of war as voiced in 
the British House of Parliament is not 
to be ignored. Mussolini’s plans are 
rapidly maturing. The spectacle of an- 
cient Rome is bound to focus attention 
cn the Dictator’s plans and aspirations. 
Macaulay’s warning shows an insight 
possessed by but few men today. What 
lies ahead? There can be no doubt but 


that 1935 will be a hectic year. 


God’s people have been warned again 
and again of impending catastrophe. 
Spiritual preparedness is the greatest 
need of the hour. For the world the 
outlook is dark, but for the Church of 
God it 1s bright and glorious.

Present World Conditions

(THE year 1934 is drawing to a 

close. Several months ago we 
pointed out, in these columns, the 
possibilities of unusual happen- 
ings during this prophetic year. 
And already startling things have 
taken place. 

Dollfuss is dead. Austria’s Dictator 
died at the hands of assassins. King 
Alexander is dead. He too met his 
death at the hands of assassins. Louis 
Barthou likewise has died, and he too 
suffered a violent death. 


Stalin is a very sick man. Recent 
reports tell us that the best doctors 
available are doing everything possible 
to keep his heart beating. But it will 
only be a matter of time until the Dic- 
tator of all Russia will have passed off 
the scene of action. It may be in 1934. 


Poincare has also died, the great war 
time premier of France. Kirg Albert 
too has gone, the hero of the Belgians. 


Thus one by one Europe’s most out- 
standing figures are disappearing from 
the pages of history. This year 1934 
has seen their passing and we have not 
yet come to the end. 


Next year, 1935, is bound to be criti- 
cal in every part of the world. 


The fate of the Saar is to be decided 
between France and Germany by a 
plebiscite. The vote will be taken in 
January. Already we are told troops 
are in readiness. No one knows what 
may happen. 


The naval treaty between Japan, Eng- 
land and the United States is to be ter- 
minated next year. 


The retirement of Japan from _ the 
League of Nations becomes final in 
the year 1935. At that time she is in 
duty bound to return the islands in 
the Pacific over which she holds the 
mandate. But already she has refused. 
What then will happen? 


Thus things are heading up and 1935 
may witness changes and happenings 
of tremendous import. 


We know from past experiences that 
not only does the demon wor'd know 
much of what is going on, but very fre- 
quently their knowledge is given 
through mediums with a good deal of 
accuracy. 

Already they have intimated that 
Hitler will hold sway over Germany 
only until the spring of 1935, and that 


then his downfall will occur and that 
by violence. 


International trouble is the predic- 
tion ‘of demonized mediums for the 
year 1935. America, for instance, is to 
experience the worst internal distur- 
hances in her history between the years 
1937 and 1941. 


Between 1938 and 1939 Russia and 
Germany are going to unite in an al- 
liance that has been prophesied by 
Bible students for many years. 


These predictions may turn out to be 
true or false. But knowing what we do 
of demonology we pass them on to 
Defender readers for what they are 
worth. 

The Religious World 

Persecution has broken out in the 
province of Quebec, Canada, persecu- 
tion hard to credit in this Twentieth 
Century. The Anglican Bishop of Mon- 
treal, Rev. John C. Farthing, in a vigor- 
ous protest to the Premier of the Pro- 
vince regarding the abuses of liberty, 
had this to say: 


“I beg of you Sir, to do all you can 
to stop the persecutions in this pro- 
vince. As you know we English people 
value above all civic things, our liber- 
ty of speech. Are we to understand 
that anyone who criticizes adversely 
the action of the Roman Catholic 
Church is subject to imprisonment. As 
you know there have been prosecutions 


for blasphemy in one of which the ac- 
cused has been condemned. The other 
is still before the courts. In neither 
case has the accused spoken a word 
against God or against His Son. Paul, 
you will recall, withstood Peter. Are 
we then blasphemers because we follow 
his example?” 


As a matter of fact the clergyman 
accused merely read from the writings 
of the Church of England and was im- 
mediately arrested. Rome never 
changes. What is happening in Quebec 
would happen in every part of America 
and Canada if the Roman Catholic 
Church was again to get the upper 
hand. Remember the Huguenots! 


The Moral World 


The saloon, states Dr. Scott McBride, 
is back in Chicago and other American 
cities, worse, more vile, more degrad- 
ing, more dangerous than ever before 
in the history of that city. 


Shocking evidence of how Chicago’s 
High School girls and boys—hildren 
ranging between thirteen and eighteen 
years of age—are being lured into de- 
pravity by saloon keepers, who flag- 
rantly violate the law by supplying 
child patrons with liquor, has been dis- 
cussed during a fortnight’s survey of 
the city’s unregulated saloons. Drunk- 
enness and laxity of morals are com- 
mon in the dimly lit back rooms of the 
saloons, many of which carry cn their 
vicious trade in the very shadow of the 
city’s schools. 


What is true of Chicago is true to a 
greater or less degree of Toronto and 
almost every city on the North Ameri- 
can Continent. We were promised that 
the saloon would never return. But 
under the name of “beverage rooms” it 
is back and more dangerous thaz. ever 
in Canada. 


In the old days, wives sat up waiting 
for their husbands to come home. To- 
day they wait for their daughters. And 
cases are commonly known of husbands 
having to wait up for their wives. 
Young people still in their teens are 
becoming debauched and _ degraded 
through drink. 


Who would have thought a genera- 
tion ago that the day would ever come 
when our daughters, sisters and wives 
would have been found in saloons drink- 
ing in the company of men? God help 
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us How fast we are drifting! When, 
I wonder, will the terminal be reached ? 

There are many other startling indi- 
cations of the trends of the times from 
a prophetic standpoint. But these are 
sufficient to turn our thoughts to the 
changing conditions that surround us 
everywhere to an unshaken faith in 
One who is unchangeable and in whom 
we can trust no matter what happens. 
As it grows darker in the world it gets 
brighter in the Church. 1 am speaking, 
of course, of the true Church. God 1s 
preparing His saints for the Rapture 
that must soon take place. Let us not 
gaze around us, but let us look up for 
our redemption draweth nigh. 


Paul’s Prophecy 
How remarkable, then, is the fulfill- 
ment of Paul’s letter to Timothy: 


“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the LATTER TIMES some shall 
depart from the faith, giving heed te 
seducing spirits, and the doctrines of 
devils; speaking lies of hypocrisy; hav- 
ing their conscience seared with a hot 
BORE oe 


“This know also, that in the LAST 
DAYS perilous times shall come. 


“For men shall be lovers of their 
own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blasphemers, disobedient to parents, 
unthankful, unholy, without natural af- 
fection, trucebreakers, false accusers, 
incontinent, ficrce, despisers of those 
that are good; traitors, heady, high- 
minded, lovers of pleasures more than 
lovers of God; having a form of god- 
liness, but denying the power thereof; 
from such turn away.” 





The Voice of Russian Brethren

EPORTS concerning the situa- 

tion in Russia differ; some say 
thatit is almost a paradise, others 
are convinced that it is a hell. To 
those who study the situation 
there, it is both. 

While on my way from Europe year 
before last, I met on board the ship 
two men direct from Soviet Russia. | 
approached one and asked him his im- 
pressions during his five and one-half 
months’ stay there. To him it was 
nothing less than an actual hell. I ap- 
proached the other man, Mr. Brodsky, 
from downtown New York. He could 
hardly find words good enough to 
praise life in Soviet Russia. The nine 
months he spent in Russia were filled 
with the best possible impressions. 

Here I was, with two men direct from 
the land. Fortunately I had time 
enough to get closer to these men, and 
find out why the last was cursing and 
the second praising so much. The first 
was a worker, worked in a factory, liv- 
ed in the private home of a worker, and 
mingled with the common people. The 
other confessed, with some hesitancy, 
that his brother was a high official in 
the Soviet Government, so that when 
he went over, he also was given a nice 
commanding position. Like the first, 
he passed on to me the result of his 
observations, but from a_ different 
group; he obtained his views from of- 
ficialdom. 





I. Religion. 

Coming to religion, there is no di- 
versity of opinion concerning the situa- 
tion in Russia. The Communists them- 
selves make it very plain that they are 
dead in earnest in exterminating reli- 
gion. Yes, exterminating, not merely 
fighting. Their Five Year Plan of 


Atheism, which contains 118 articles, 
leaves no doubt as to the actual goal 
in view. There may be a question of 
methods only, and this is where opin- 
ions differ. 


To swing the masses to their side, 
the most blasphemous rulers in exist- 
ence are trying to convince the world 
that they allow religious freedom in 
their land. Woe to those in Russia wi.o 
dare to let the outsiders know of the 
real situation! It is only when some 
one is fortunate enough to escape to 
some other country, that we learn the 
inside facts of the actual life of the be- 
lievers there. 


One such document is in my hands. It 
is from a lay preacher, aman who risk- 
ed his life several times for the Gos- 
pel’s sake. He tells of a certain “re- 
ligious” conference he attended in Rus- 
sia. His ‘description is fully trust- 
worthy. The paragraphs in quotation 
are from his letters: 


“TI attended one of the last Confer- 
ences of our brotherhood. About three 
hundred delegates were present. Hearts 
were filled with expectations of many 
blessings. Unfortunately, the delegates 
discovered at the first session that they 
were tied hand and foot. Even before 
the Conference, the leading men had 
been called before the G.P.U. by night. 
They were simply commanded as <0 
how to run the Conference. All this 
had been done so cunningly and clever- 
ly, that there was a continuous ques- 
tion in the souls of the brethren as io 
what course to pursue. From ene side, 
there were promises of comparative 
freedom, should they obey the authori- 
ties. If not, there were threats to close 
the Conference and arrest all the dele- 
gates. During the sessions, slips were 
passed secretly among the delegates, 
—‘Be careful’; ‘Don’t forget, the G.P.U. 
agents are in the rear’, etc.” 


II. G.P.U. 

This happened in 1928, and was the 
last Conference permitted. G.P.U. is 
the Secret Police of the Government. 
Being the actual ruler of the country, 
it is a nightmare to the whole popula- 
tion. 


Further, the brother referred to 
above, described a Gospel service where 
he himself testified of Christ. It was 
an Easter service, not long before his 
escape from Russia. 


He says: “The risen Christ, and the 
new life in Him, were preached to a 


packed congregation. The _ listeners 
were hungry, and the word of several 
witnesses was marvelously _ blessed. 
While leaving the hall, somebody pulled 
my sleeve, and whispered, ‘Come with 
me.’ 


“There are always secret agents 
present at all the services, spying upon 
not only the preachers, but also those 
assembled, choosing those whom to ar- 
rest at the close of the service, doing 
all this quietly, so that no one is aware 
of what has happened. This time, three 
of us were arrested, and conducted 
through a dark street. From the other 
side of the street a rough voice was 
heard, directed to our captor, ‘Beat 
those wretches!’ We would have been 
beaten, were it not for a group of good 
sisters following us. These dear souls 
had sensed something at the service, 
and having discovered what happened, 
followed us cautiously.” 

“This is what happened at a ‘legally’ 
permitted Gospel Service,” remarks the 
brother, and it is a characteristic re- 
mark. To an outsider, to a two-weeks- 
visitor from some foreign country, who 
might happen to attend this service, 
it would possibly look like complete re- 
ligious freedom. Woe to those women 
who detected the inside of the situation, 
if they dared to tell openly to others 
what had happened at the close of the 
service! 

III. Workers Destroyed. 


When preachers, and other Gospel 
workers, who are working in present 
day Russia are mentioned, one must re- 
member that there are two kinds of 
laborers. First, the well known, edu- 
cated laborers in God’s vineyard, who 
became Pastors of large Churches or 
who were successful evangelists before 
the revolution. Second, the ordinary 
workers, without any special education, 
or those who had no time to prove their 
abilities, most of them plain brethren or 
sisters who were zealous enough to 
work for the Lord. It was easy for the 
Government to do away with the first 
group; they were more noticeable. But 
when the Government came to the other 
group, in an effort to do away with 
them also, they discovered they had 
tackled a job beyond their ability. 
There were too many of them. 

I will quote from reports received 
from other places in Russia: “I was a 
member of a Church of about 400 mem- 
bers, with two places for our services. 
Unexpectedly, six of our leading mem- 
bers were arrested in one night, and 
taken away. The officials thought that 
that would put an end to the work of 
the Church. They were greatly dis- 
appointed; they did mot know of One, 
the GREATEST ONE, Whom they 
could not capture, and He it was Who 
led us on. With His blessing, the 
services continued in both halls. Seeing 
this, the second and heavier blow fol- 
lowed; twelve more brethren were ar- 
rested, and one hall closed. The work 
went on. Therefore another group of 
active brethren were taken away, and 
also some sisters. It looked as though 
this would end everything. Fear filled 
the hearts of some of the weaker be- 
lievers. The families of the exiles suf- 
fered much persecution and privation. 
Nobody knew who would be the next. 
Yet the Lord’s work continued.” 


“Kighteen brethren came _ together 
secretly outside of the city. They all

were ae ee in our Church, The 
purpose was to elect a new Pastor. 


Since they all were young in faith, and 
because of the command of the Serip- 
tures, not to elect ‘a novice, lest being 
lifted up with pride he fall’, they de- 
cided that Christ would be the Pastor, 
and the members of the Church would 
labor according to their strength and 
abilities, preach at the serv ices, eonduct 
meetings in homes, visit prisons and 
organize help for the exiles, from whom 
letters had been received describing 
their utterly destitute condition and 
suffering. These ‘little missionaries’ 
became our secret leaders, and the work 
went on. Now and then we would hear, 
‘Brother L— did not come home from 
work nesses Sister F— was 
arrested. . Brother K— disappear- 
ed.’ After every arrest, the G.P.U. 
would call other members in, using ali 
kinds of measures and tricks, threats 
and even torture, trying to discover 
who was the leader, the treasurer, the 
organizer, etc. To this there always 
was one reply, ‘CHRIST’. In despair 
and in anger the investigator exclaimed 
once, ‘With these sectarians, all are 
preachers.’ ” 


IV. Suffering 
Space does not permit me to describe 
the horrors and physical sufferings of 
those arrested and exiled. This maga- 
zine is fuJl of them. But, as yet, even 


half of the real story has not been told. 

What about the destitute families of 
Christian workers left behind, when 
men are sent into exile? Wheat about 
other brethren, who are still free and 
using their freedom for the spreading 
of the Good News? They are “depriv- 
ed” of Government bread cards, without 
which no store will sell any life neces- 
sities. A Christian brother from New 
York visited a preacher’s home in Rus- 
sia, in one of the leading cities. It was 
meal time, and all that there was on 
the table was weak tea, without sugar, 
and some raw carrots. A woman en- 
tered, holding something wrapped in 
her hands. With trembling hands the 
preacher took it from her, and unwrap- 
ped it. There was a slice and a half of 
bread. “Why do your hands tremble?” 
asked the visitor. “I just thought of 
how much it cost that good family to 
save that slice and a half of bread for 
us. She discovered that you, an Ameri- 
can, would come to see us, and she 
wished to help us to treat you a little 
better,” was the reply of a grateful 
pastor. 


One of the curses of the country is 
a continucus starvation. Even a daily 
newspaper writer in New York, a clever 
propagandist and protector of the 

“noble Communistic experiment” had to 
acknowledge the fact that about six 
millions perished in Soviet Russia dur- 
ing the last winter. It surely COSTS 
them to save a slice and a half of 
bread. 





In the Vortex of the Eudl Time

i” THE twenty first chapter of Luke’s 
Gospel we have a vivid description of 
conditions which will obtain throughout 
the world at the close of this age. In 
verse eight of this chapter our Lord 
answers the eager question of His dis- 
ciples regarding the signs of that time 
by saying, “Take heed that ye be not 
deceived: for many shall come in my 
name, saying, ‘I am Christ’, and the 
time draweth near: go ye therefore not 
after them.” 

This prophecy clearly indicates that 
the final crisis will be ushered in by 
false religious movements. The Ger- 
man radicalism which was sown in the 
early forties now is yielding a plentiful 
harvest. The philosophies of Kant, 
Schlaegel, and Schleiermacher are echo- 
ing back like the voice of mighty thun- 


der in the teachings of Christian 
Science, New ‘Thought, Modernism, 
Humanism and, finally, Psycho-Anal- 


ysis. That these philosophic errors are 
of demon origin is apparent. These 
movements deny the diety of Christ. 
None of them confess that Christ came 
in the flesh. “Every spirit that con- 
fesseth not that Jesus Christ is come in 
the flesh is not of God: and this is the 
spirit of Antichrist.” 

It is indeed significant that the ad- 
vocates of present day Christless and 
bloodless religious movements do not 
deny miracles as did their materialistic 
progenitors. This is in keeping with the 
prophetic reference to “lying wonders” 
in the end time. A casual glance at 
some of the more fanatical religious 
movements of our day is usually dis- 
missed with the explanation that they 
belong in the field of abnormal psy- 


chology, but a more critical scrutiny of 
re shows that they too are of demon 
is He Satan has left the heavenlies 
is now deceiving the nations. He 
peated in the garb of an “angel of 
light,” and manifests his power through 
so-called “ministers of righteousness.” 


It is not the purpose of this article to 
discuss the religious errors which have 
crept into an apostate church. God is 
already judging the harlot Babylon and 
her daughters. Her dignitaries are be- 
ing divested of their power and her 
edifices are being “burned with fire’ 
in many parts of the world, as in Rus- 
sia. The thing that arrests our pro- 
foundest attention are such movements 
as are being led by the Russi an false 
Christ, Starosta. This man’s influence 
is such that even the Soviet government 
dares not stop him. He claims to be 
the incarnate Christ and is reported 
to have power of miracles. Thousands 
of people claim healing through contact 
with his hair and garments. Reports 
from the Soviet Union are to the effect 
that he has a following of 12,000,000 
people. 

Another Russian leader of the Duk- 
hobors of Canada, named Peter Virigin, 
also claims to be the incarnation of 


Christ. Thousands of his followers 
obey him religiously. They refer to 
him as, “our God”. It is still more 


significant that even enlightened Amer- 
icans should become so perverted in 
their religious thinking that dangerous 
blasphemers should be accepted by 
them. My personal investigation of a 
movement in California disclosed the 
fact that a well known physician of the 
city of Fresno, California, who calls 


himself Ama Tu, has recently written 
a volume entitled “The Sermons And 
Doctrines Of Christ.” The doctor, of 
course, claims to be “the Christ’ and is 
supposed to have a great following of 
substantial people in California. 


It is still more astonishing that hosts 
of Christian Scientists should desert 
their “Mother Church” to join the grow- 
ing ranks of followers of the New York 
negro, “Father Divine”, who they say, 
is “the expression and realization of 
all the truth that Christian Science 
teaches”. Thousands have professed 
“salvation” through faith in “Father 
Divine”. This man not only claims to 
be the “embodiment of the Christ prin- 
ciple” but also claims to hold the “fa- 
therhood degree of God” and says he is 
“very God.” Even Roman Catholics 
have become boosters of this black- 
faced “Christ”. Many clergymen are 
counted among his admirers and even 
preachers, who years ago proclaimed 
the deeper truths of the Scriptures, 
have become deceived because of the 
“lying wonders” of this mysterious per- 
son. Whatever disputes may arise 
about the claims and teachings of this 
man, one thing seems certain, he has 
access to unlimited wealth and seems to 
be able to afford every luxury which 
his befuddled negro mind is capable of 
conceiving. 

Truly this is the day of false Christs. 
Let Christians beware and heed the 
Master’s s warning: “Go ye not therefore 
after them”. 


International Chaos 

In the ninth verse of the same chap- 
ter we have another sign of the end 
time which is here designated as “wars 
and commotion”. The Greek word 
“akatastasia” which the Revised Ver- 
sion gives as tumult, denotes unrest 
and revolution. Not only are we fac- 
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ing a period in the world’s history when 
war clouds are hovering heavily but 
actually there never has been a day 
since the beginning of the World War 
in 1914 when there have not been ac- 
tual wars and rumors of new wars in 
the air. 


The present outlook is a most pes- 
simistic one. Europe is an armed 
camp.. In South America Bolivia and 
Paraguay are at each other’s throats. 
In the Far East feverish preparations 
are being made for the decisive con- 
flict between the yellow and white rac- 
es, while in the Near East the stage 
is being set for the great battle of the 
end time—Armageddon. Soviet Rus- 
sia is preparing herself for the final 
contest. Many people with her are 
looking toward the treasuries of Pal- 
estine. The ships of Tarshish_ will 
perish, but God the Almighty will win 
the day. 


Let us now look at a few of these 
“commotions” throughout the world. 
Fascism is hopeful of domineering the 
governmental policies of the nations of 
the world under the leadership of Benito 
Mussolini, while Hitler and his Nazi 
forces are possessed of an ambition 
which holds even greater dangers than 
the pre-war militarism of Germany. 
Schuschnick, dictator of Austria; Hor- 
thy, dictator of Hungary; Pilsudski, 
dictator of Poland; Kemal Pasha, dicta- 
tor of Turkey; and a few others less 
prominent, are no longer the “tradition- 
al enemies” of the Communist dictator, 
Josef Stalin, of the Soviet Union. 


Maxim Litvinoff, the shrewd and 
cunning minister of the Bolsheviks, has 
managed to cement the broken friend- 
ships of those nations which are ruled 
by dictators—“kings who have received 
no kingdgm as yet but who have re- 
ceived power”. Indeed a close study of 
the governments in question will show 
that they are Socialistic with a more 
or less nationalistic blending. All of 
them are diametrically opposed to the 
principles of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 
Their tendency is to abolish democracy, 
freedom of the person, freedom of 
trade, freedom of the press, freedom 
of speech, freedom of conscience, and 
right of jury trial. 


The most outstanding menace, one 
which affects our own country more 
than any other, is that of international 
Communism as advocated by the ad- 
herents of the Soviet Union. They are 
the believers in the doctrines of Marx 
and Engel and more specifically of 
Nicolai Lenin. 


Communism, more than any other 
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philosophy, constitutes a world menace 
of the first magnitude. It opposes the 
Gibraltar of Christian civilization, the 
home. Its subversive teachings are op- 
posed to everything for which the 
Church of Jesus Christ stands and 
which it holds dear. The roots of this 
diabolical philosophy reach down to the 
very beginning of the race. Its teach- 
ings are Devil-inspired. They were 
first advocated by Semiramis, the orig- 
inal “Mother of Harlots,” mother and 
wife of Nimrod, the founder of the 
first Babylon. 


We discover them again in the plots 
of the ancient Persian order of As- 
sasins. Later they show themselves in 
the horrible results of the French Revo- 
lution. Thousands of secret societies 
throughout the world are pledged to 
its unholy teachings. 


Finally this red serpent again show- 
ed its head in Russia at the close of 
the World War in the revolution which 
overthrew the Kerensky regime. In its 
trail are left streams of human blood. 
Millions of the innocent victims of the 
Bolshevik terror were murdered in the 
Bolshevik Revolution. In its wake we 
find starving millions. The cry of other 
millions of homeless children rings in 
the ears of an indifferent world and 
rises to heaven. The day of God’s ven- 
geance is approaching! 


An Economic Menace. 


Let us examine more closely the So- 
cialistic tendencies toward which we are 
obviously drifting in the United States. 
They seem to be a repetition of the 
methods which were employed by the 
Bolshevik leaders of the “NEW Eco- 
nomic Policy.” Many of the “NEW 
Deal” methods seem to be imitations 
of the NEW Economic Policy” inaugu- 
rated by Nicolai Lenin in the beginning 
of the Bolshevik regime in Russia. 


The alphabetic array of codes and 
policies are mere imitations of those 
long employed in the Soviet Union. 
The destruction of foodstuffs and live- 
stock which accompanied the Bolshevik 
reign of terror is being repeated by our 
own A.A.A. The neglect of millions 
of acres of fertile ground in Russia has 
its counterpart in our own destruction 
of crops. The fact that our foodstuffs 
had accumulated in large quantities in 
our storehouses and granaries was by 
no means evidence of an oversupply of 
foodstuffs. Reports of food shortage 
in the South were published long before 
the curtailment of agriculture was or- 
dered by the A.A.A. Neither can it be 
claimed that the vast army of the un- 
employed had been supplied with an 
abundance of foodstuffs. 


The “Brain Trusters” labored under 
the erroneous impression that prosper- 
ity could be brought about by a general 
raising of prices instead of an equitable 
distribution of living commodities. This 
fallacy is grimly reflected in the pre- 
vailing malnutrition and the consequent 
impairment of health of America’s 
childhood. In this respect it will take 
generations to regain the lost ground. 


In view of the drouth which affected 
many states in 1934, the further killing 
of cattle and other livestock as well as 
the reduction of acreage appears to be 
a grim and tragic mistake. Socialism 
leaves out of consideration all spiritual 
forces. It does not take into account 
the principles of faith and charity. Its 


working philosophy is purely material- 
istic; it is therefore doomed to failure. 


A Social Menace 


Viewed from a sociological angle So- 
cialism or Communism are also danger- 
ous. The doctrine of free love is part 
and pone of this philosophy. Freudian 
psychology seems to lend itself to the 
Communist maxim, “We hate all kinds 
of morality and religion”. Even com- 
panionate marriage is no longer ad- 
vocated. 


The Bolshevik method to register pro- 
miscuous relationships between men and 
women is outdone here. Many young 
people are encouraged to have mere 
‘understandings”. University and Col- 
lege students are exposed constantly to 
the menace of these teachings. The 
idea of sin is a mere superstition and 
is explained as suppressed desire. Thus 
the Gibralter of Christian civilization, 
the American home, is being attacked 
and caused to crumble. 


Communism a Trade Menace 


Soviet recognition did not bring the 
promised revival of business and in- 
dustry. Uncle Sam, already a heavy 
creditor of Russia, only experienced an 
increase of that burden. With Soviet 
recognition came renewed Communist 

ropaganda activity. In thousands of 
ookstores scores of Communist owned 
newspapers are now being daily dis- 
tributed reaching American homes and 
schools. Instead of a return to faith 
and good will the spirit of rebellion 
which incites strikes and sabotage is 
being fostered. As a result of this the 
unemployment situation is becoming 
more acute from day to day. 


Even before Soviet recognition Amer- 
ica suffered from Soviet trade. While 
it is true that the balance of trade in 
dollars and cents heretofore favored 
America it is also true that in tonnage 
of exports and imports the Soviet 
Union was favored twenty three to one. 
This too means continued unemploy- 
ment for American workers. In order 
to compete with the Russian output, 
wages have to be low and our standards 
of living must be lowered accordingly. 


A Religious Menace 


The worst phase of the entire situ- 
ation, however, is the growing hatred 
for Christian principles in America. 
The slogans of Communism, along with 
other maxims of milder forms of so- 
cialism as represented in the teachings 
of Facism, and other fads of political 
economy, show them to be distinctly 
anti-Christian, anti-American and out 
of keeping with the recognized ideals of 
Christian civilizaton.

Lilina, ex-directress of public instruc- 
tion in U. S. S. R. has said, “Love of 
parents is more often than not injuri- 
ous, and the child brought up in the 
family is in most cases anti-social.” 


A. B. C. text-book of Communism, 
“Our task is not to reform but to de- 
stroy every kind of morality and reli- 
gion”. 


Rykoff, Soviet spokesman, says, “We 
can secure Communism in one country 
only by introducing it in all countries. 
We can secure it in all countries only 
to the degree that we can introduce 
revolution. We can insure the success 
of revolution only by disarming the 
governments, and insofar as possible, 
training and arming the revolutionaries. 
We will use this period of pacification 
for a breathing spell, during which we 
will every minute strengthen our own 
Red army, and give all possible mili- 
tary training to our comrades in all 
countries. We will use every means at 
our disposal to insure these world wide 
pacifications.” 


Ernst Borgmann in the official pub- 
lication “Deutsche National Kirche’, 
1932, “Christianity today faces its own 
collapse because choneaiils recognize its 
false foundations. And with it, sad to 
say, religion also breaks down because 
everyone believes that religion is not 
possible except in the form of Chris- 
tianity. Religion is capable of a much 
higher, nobler and truer form, for ex- 
ample, the form of the German reli- 
gion; the religion of the divine in na- 
ture, and in the high intellect of man. 
A form, which obligates us and does 
not make us indolent and passive, 
which again arouses respect and rev- 
erence for the idea of God, yes, for the 
only and true God, that exists and ever 
has emerged out of the world—totality; 
that is the God who has naturally ma- 
tured in man’s high intelligence.” 


Hoppe, Nazi spokesman, says, “Pity 
and mercy be damned. Praise that 
which steels; fight against Christian- 
ity.” 

Mussolini, Fascist dictator, “If I have 
to choose between Italy and God 
against Italy, I will fight God.” 


Norman Thomas, Presidential can- 
didate, Socialist Party, after the pass- 
ing of a resolution by that party in the 
Detroit convention «n June 4, 1934, in 
which it committed itself to open op- 
position by means of armed force, if 
need be, against the government of the 
U. S., commenting on this resolution 
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made the following declaration on the 
floor of the convention: 


“It is a calm eloquent statement of 
what to do—not now—but in event of 
war, or in event of the collapse of the 
capitalistic government. For the first 
time, in the American langauge, we 
have the kind of a statement I am 
proud to stand on.” 

Miss Hilda Smith who conducted a 
summer school for workers in New 
York with funds provided by the FERA, 
and who is a friend and co-worker of 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, not only 
used radical text books by Earl Brower, 
Communist Party head of the U. S., and 
Comrade William Z. Foster, Communist 


candidate for President, but also de- 
clared, “The school is being operated 
precisely as it was planned by the Gov- 
ernment and according to my instruc- 
tions.” 


Many of the activities of the “Brain 
Trusters” are doubtlessly in keeping 
with the rankest forms of radicalism. 
The confusion is becoming more con- 
founded. God’s people, who are waiting 
for the coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, know “that in the last days 
perilous times shall come. . . But evil 
men and seducers shall wax worse, de- 
ceiving and being deceived.” (2nd Tim. 
8:18). Christians are looking to Him 
to bring order out of the present vortex. 





From Heavenly Portals To An Earthly Manger

(GREAT blazing suns; shooting 
hissing comets; whirling 
seething nebula; stars, millions of 
stars, and every star differing 
from another star in glory. How 
the mighty “Sons of God” must 
have stood in awe as countless 
universes came into being from

We may meet a stranger but we do 
not know what is in his heart until we 
see its expression in some dealing we 
may have with him. We do not know 
he is an artist until he paints a picture; 
we cannot know he is a musician until 
he thrills us with his harmonies. So 
with these Sons of God. They could 
know the heart of their Creator only 
through its expression in something 
they could comprehend. 


Manifesting God’s Omnipotence 

How can God best show His power to 
the hosts of heaven? Job. 38:4-7 reveals 
the interest of these Sons of God in the 
creation of the world. The world 
hangs upon nothing, yet we know 
whereupon the foundations are fastened. 
The earth is anchored to the sun and 
the sun to another giant sun, and so, 
we may say the foundations of the 
earth were laid when the material uni- 
verse was created. God’s mighty, in- 
visible, spiritual forces suspend our 
earth in space and govern its relation 
to other heavenly bodies. It was at 
the time of the creation of this universe 
that the Sons of God responded with a 
shout, for God thus showed the invisible 
things of Himself, by the things which 
He made, even His power and Godhead. 
(Rom. 1:19-20). 

In my younger days, I once worked 
for an ice company in Oklahoma, where 
from time to time new men were added 
to the force. One of these was a tall 
fellow with nothing very attractive 
about his personality. One evening, on 
our way home, we were walking along 
the banks of a river, and one of the 
men tried several times to throw 


stones across it. The stranger, seeing 
his failure, offered to do it. The young 
man bet him that he could not do it, 
and indeed there was nothing in his 
appearance to indicate that he had the 
strength to throw so far. 


I was sure that he would fail when I 
saw the large stone he selected, far too 
heavy to make for easy throwing. With 
one mighty effort the stranger threw 
and landed it far up on the banks on 
the other side. We gave a shout of 
enthusiasm at the display of such tre- 
mendous strength. Never again was 
he the same man to me! He had that 
strength from the first day he worked 
for the company, but it was the display 
of it, that brought a feeling of admira- 
tion into my boyish heart. 


And so with God, He always had 
great power, but only in manifestation 
could His omn.potence be known by the 
heavenly beings. Before the wonder- 
ing eyes of the mighty Sons of God, the 
material universe was formed. How 
they stood in awe as blazing suns were 
flung into limitless space and held in 
their courses. 


But, is there no end? Hundreds of 
millions of giant suns with untold bil- 
lions of tons of matter were flung out 
with a speed beyond all computation. 
In the depths of their being, the Sons 
of God shouted and their praises echo- 
ed across the hills of heaven at this 
display of power by their Creator. 


Other Qualities to be Manifested 


Ages pass. The earth has been a 
scene of judgment. No longer does it 
stand forth in its pristine beauty. It 
is waste and void. Something terrible 
has happened to our planet. The king- 
dom of the beautiful Lucifer has fallen 
to pieces. 


The display of God’s power in creation 
brought forth a shout of joy, but there 
is more than power in the Godhead. 
There is also love, grace, mercy, pa- 
tience, and many other qualities, all 
perfectly blended in His Person. But 
the mighty hosts of heaven, how little 
do they realize the limitless love and 
patience which there is in the heart of 
their Creator. Will He reveal it to 
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them? 

The eyes of millions of the heavenly 
host are focused upon the earth. Be- 
cause of Satan’s sin, it is “without 
form and void.” God speaks. The light 
breaks forth. Again He speaks and 
air and water are formed, the dry land 
appears, the vegetable life is called 
forth, the sun and moon are given their 
places, fish and fowl, land animals and 
last of all, man is created. Again God 
shows matchless creative power and 
brings order out of the chaos which 
Satan’s disobedience produced. 


With intense interest these princi- 
palities and powers watch the move- 
ments of Satan from the vantage 
point of heaven. How they stand in 
wonder and awe as they see the man 
and woman succumb to his temptation! 


How would God deai with the situa-— 


tion? This was the question which 
the heavenly beings wanted to see 
answered. And the answer revealed 
qualities in God’s heart not previous- 
ly known. 


God revealed His mighty power to 
the host of heaven when He created 
the material universe, but God is not 
half known, and the sublimest part of 
the universe would be a blank, if His 
moral qualities had not also had an 
opportunity to manifest themselves. 


God is love but love is invisible and 
of different degrees. The highest 
love known among men to lay down 
life for a friend (John 15:18), but 
God revealed His greater love by dy- 
ing for His enemies (Rom. 5:8). 


God is merciful. But to reveal this 
invisible quality He must save the 
worst of sinners as an object lesson, 
so that no sinner, however great, need 
despair of His mercy. Paul was a 
“blasphemer, and a persecuter and in- 
jurious”. Thus, when God saved this 
“chief of sinners” He revealed His 
great patience and longsuffering to the 
intelligent beings of His universe (I 
Tim. 1:138-16). 

God revealed His omnipotence to the 
heavenly host in the creation of the 
material universe. How can He best 
reveal His omniscience to them? Only 
as He will pit His own wisdom against 
the highest created wisdom. 

Satan was created “full of wisdom” 
(Ezek. 28:12). He deliberately tried to 
overthrow the government of God. He 
was given freedom to work among men 
and thus God was given opportunity to 
show His super-wisdom in bringing 
good out of evil, and turning Satan’s 
wickedness to the furtherance of the 
purpose he would defeat. God’s wis- 
dom will be manifested in His ability 
to perfect His own strength in the 
weak things (II Cor. 12:9) and by 
choosing the foolish things of the world 
to work in such a way as to confound 
the wise (I Cor. 1:27). 

For untold ages the Sons of God have 
been in the presence of their Creator 
with unmingled joy. But there are hid- 
den qualities in His heart that they 
little realize. These Sons of God are to 
spend an eternity with Him. If they 
but knew the unfathomable love and 


wisdom in the heart of their Creator, 
it would increase their love for Him 
and their joy in His presence would be 
richer. 


He will therefore create a new order 
of beings and call them “man”. They 
will sin and hate Him, but how can He 
better show His unfathomable love 
than to love the unlovable? He wiil 
commend His love towards them, in 
that while they are yet sinners, Christ 
will die for them (Rom. 5:8). How 
can He better show His kindness and 
patience than to shower His blessings 
upon the unthankful? He will in this 
way make us to be the instrument that 
will bring “praise to His glory” (Eph. 
1:12). This reveals qualities in God’s 
heart even surpassing the power re- 
vealed by creation. 


Manifesting His Omniscience 


Among the millions of mankind there 
will not be two exactly alike. Men will 
hate God and run from Him. Satan’s 
wisdom is the highest known among 
the living creatures, and he will use 
this wisdom to thwart God’s plans. 


Thus, when God will pit His own wis- 
dom against Satan’s wisdom, it will 
show that only the wisdom that flows 
from Omniscience can bring forth a 
plan that can fit each individual and 
work a change in every heart from hate 
to love. 


As these mighty beings watch the 
working of God’s grace in the hearts 
of men, they can see that God’s intent 
is, “now unto the principalities, and 
powers in the heavenly places might be 
made through the church the manifold 
wisdom of God” (Eph. 3:10). In other 
words, Paul is saying that God’s re- 
demptive program here on earth, is be- 
ing viewed by the Sons of God in hea- 
ven. God thus uses the church as an 
object lesson to teach these heavenly 
beings more concerning His unlimited 
wisdom. 


Might. we not find here another pur- 
pose for the Incarnation; another rea- 
son why the mighty God humbled Him- 
self and became the Babe of Bethle- 
hem; another motive for leaving the 
portals of heaven for the stables of 
earth. Was it not because, in this way, 
He could better show forth the hidden 
qualities of His being 


At the Creation of the material worlds 
God showed His power; at the Cross 
He manifested His love; when He sav- 
ed Paul He manifested His longsuffer- 
ing, in the church He shows His mani- 
fold wisdom to the heavenly host. 


Counting the Cost 


But when a man intends to build a 
tower he sits down first and counts the 
cost (Luke 14:28). Is the praise of His 
glory worth all the suffering it will in- 
volve? God, through His unerring 
foreknowledge, looked down through 
the ages and answered, “yes”. 

The Son, beholding the happy end of 
things, answers back, “Lo, I come to 
do thy will” (Heb. 10:9), and with His 
eyes on the joy set before Him (Heb. 
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12:2) He did not even count His place 
in the Godhead a thing to be grasped 
(Phil. 2:6) but willingly became a Man 
and endured the cross and is now set 
down at the right hand of the throne 
of God, having received a name that is 
above every name.

N DISCUSSING world events in the 
light of prophecy it is necessary to 
give chapter and verse for each state- 
ment made, conclusion drawn, and idea 
advanced, and this does away with 
speculation. 


This message like all of our other 
prophetic messages is filled with the 
Word of God so that the reader can 
readily grasp the prophetic word be- 
cause it is the lamp that shines in a 
dark place in these momentous times 
pert _ days of this age, (2 Pet. 
1:19-21. 


At the close of the late World War 
(1914-18) many people desired a per- 
manent peace and for several years 
thereafter the spirit of the late presi- 
dent Warren G. Harding’s memorable 
statement in his speech at Hoboken, 
New Jersey, “IT SHALL NOT OCCUR 
AGAIN” gripped the popular orators 
of the country. However, there is now 
a multitude of people who realize that 
world turmoil is fast culminating to a 
tremendous climax, and people every- 
where are making inquiry into the pro- 
phetic word to throw light upon the 
multitudinous events transpiring in 
every nation on the earth. It is true 
that the prophecies predict there will 
come a time when there will be no more 
war (Psalm 46:9; Isa. 2:4; Micah 4:3), 
but it is also true that there will be a 
“great tribulation” upon the earth such 
as the world has never seen preceding 
the golden reign of peace, and which 
will only be terminated by the second 
coming of the Lord Jesus Christ from 
heaven in great power and glory to 
reign. 


When we see the cloud of dust on the 
horizon we know that the stage coach 
is nearing the depot to receive the pas- 
sengers, or nearing the end of its jour- 
ney, even though we might not see the 
coach and its driver for the cloud of 
dust. As we see the present world in 
its cloud of dust and international con- 
fusion, we are reminded that God’s Word 
teaches that out of this will come a 
world War Lord, chosen by the rulers 
of the earth in their frantic attempt to 
bring peace to a reckless world, who 
has rejected Jesus Christ the Prince 
of Peace. 

The Apostle Paul warns believers not 
to forsake the assembling of themselves 
together because they can see the day 
approaching when the Antichcrist will 
be revealed (Heb. 10:25) and also the 
coming of the Lord Jesus Christ, (Heb. 
10:37, 38). The Apostle John faithfully 
warned us that in the closing days of 
this Age of Grace the Antichrist would 
come (I John 2:18), that the spirit of 
the Antichrist would permeate the end- 
time (I John 4:3) and climax with Him 
whom the Lord said would come. “If 
another shall come in his own name 
him ye will receive” (John 5:43). This 
“Another” will be the Antichrist spoken 
of throughout Old and New Testament 
prophecy, as the coming World War 
Lord who is especially pictured in the 
book of Revelation, chapters 13 to 19. 
Statesmen do not know it, but their 
plans and international schemes will 
result in a final world wide dictatorship 
directed by one man. 

THE MANY NAMES OF THE COM- 
ING WORLD WAR LORD OR ANTI- 


CHRIST REVEAL HIS PERSONAL- 
ITY, CHARACTER AND SUPERMAN 
WORK AMONG THE NATIONS TO 
THE END. 


The coming Antichrist is referred to 
in Scripture by Bible writers under dif- 
ferent names which denote his super- 
personality, diabolical character and de- 
structive work. Some of these names 
are: (1) Seed of the Serpent, Gen. 3:

Bloody and Deceitful Man, Psalm 5:6;

8:44; (47) The Man of Sin, 2 Thess. 
2:3; (48) The Son of Perdition, 2 Thess. 
2:3; (49) The Lawless One, 2 Thess. 
2:8; (50) The Antichrist, I John 2:18; 
4:3; (51) The Rider on the White 
Horse, Rev. 6:2; (52) The Falling Star, 
Rev. 9:1; (538) The Angel From the 
Bottomless Pit, Rev. 9:11; (54) The 
Beast, Rev. 13:11. 


Having seen the unusual number of 
titles which designate the super-per- 
sonality, character and work of the An- 
tichrist, we might say that he is most 
likely to be living in the world today, 
ready to be energized with the spirit of 
Satan to be used as the last dread coun- 
terfeit ruler preceding the Lord’s re- 
turn, 


The prophet Daniel spoke of the An- 
tichrist as the “Prince that shall come” 
(Dan. 9:26) and this shows his rise 
from obscurity until the day he is taken 
alive at the coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ and cast into the Lake of Fire, 
(Rev. 19:20). Daniel (chapter 9, verse 
27), refers to a treaty covenant with 
“THE MANY” which means evidently 
“The Allies” better known as the Al- 
lied covenanting nations of Europe 
whom the Prince will represent as the 
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Prime Minister of all of them. 


Since “the people of the Prince that 
shall come” were Romans that de- 
stroyed Jerusalem in 70 A. D., then the 
coming Prince, or Antichrist, will also- 
be a Roman (Dan. 1:26,27). Be it re- 
membered that the Antichrist will be 
a man from the people and as their 
representative will sign this covenant 
for them as pertaining to the Jews and 
their land. God’s_ prophetic clock 
stopped when the Jews put Christ to 
death on Calvary’s cross. It will not 
resume again until he takes up all of 
His children, that is, those who are 
saved by Grace, from off the earth, 
which is the rapture of the living saints 
and resurrection of dead believers, a!] 
of which together constitute what is 
known as the first Resurrection, Luke 
14:14; 20:34-46; I Cor. 15:20-23, 51-53; 
Rev. 20:1-6. The clock of God will then 
move rapidly until the final end. 


THE SECOND BEAST OF REVE- 
LATION 13 IS THE FALSE PROPH- 
ET AND WILL APPEAR ON SCHED- 
ULE TIME TO LEAD THE WORLD 
TO WORSHIP ANTICHRIST. 


All Bible scholars agree that the first 
Beast of Revelation 13 (verses 1-10) 
is the Antichrist; therefore the second 
Beast of Revelation 13 (verses 11-18) 
is the False Prophet who is to the An- 
tichrist what the Holy Spirit was to 
Jesus Christ. You will please note the 
remarkable work of the False Prophet 
who operates as the third person of the 
Evil Trinity with the Antichrist, who 
is the second person of the Evil Trin- 
ity. Observe from Revelation 13 the 
diabolical deeds of the Antichrist and 
False Prophet together as they over- 
run the poor bewildered Devil-deceived 
earth, (Rev. 13:11-18) “And I beheld 
another beast coming up out of the 
earth; and he had two horns like a 
lamb, and he spake as a dragon. And 
he exerciseth all the power of the first 
beast before him, and causeth the earth 
and them which dwell therein to wor- 
ship the first beast, whose deadly 
wound was healed. And he doeth great 
wonders so that he maketh fire come 
down from heaven on the earth in the 
sight of men, And deceiveth them that 
dwell on the earth by the means of 
those miracles which he had power to 
do in the sight of the beast; saying to 
them that dwell on the earth, that they 
should make an image to the beast, 
which had the wound by a sword, and 
did live. And he had power to give 
life unto the image of the beast should 
both speak, and cause that as many as 
would not worship the image of the 
beast should be killed. And he causeth 
all, both small and great, rich and poor, 
free and bond, to receive a mark in 
their right hand, or in their foreheads: 
And that no man might buy or sell, 
save he that had the mark, or the name 
of the beast, or the number of his name. 
Here is wisdom. Let him that hath 
understanding count the number of the 
beast: for it is the number of a man; 
and his number is Six hundred three 
score and six.” 


I am often asked when the False 
Prophet of Revelation 13 (verses 11-18) 
will come on the scene? Evidently 
with the Antichrist’s resurrection as 
recorded for the first time in Revela- 
tion chapter 11, verse 7, “And when 
they shall have finished their testimony, 


the beast that ascended out of the bot- 
tomless pit shall make war against 
them, and shall overcome them, and kill 
them.” Then you ask, When did the 


False Prophet go to the bottomless pit? 
Answer, when Judas Iscariot betrayed 
the Lord (Mat. 26:24) and Judas was 
a demon-possessed superman (John 6: 
70) “Have not I chosen you twelve, and 
one of you is a devil?” 


In the New Testament there are two 
words for Satan: “devil” and “demon”. 
There wre many demons but only one 
Devil. The word ‘Ho Diabolos” (the 
Devil) is always used of Satan, and the 
word ‘“Daimoniazomai” (demons), re- 
fers to evil spirits only. Christ called 
Judas “THE SON OF PERDITION” 
(John 17:12), and this makes Judas the 
False Prophet “THE DEVIL INCAR- 
NATE?” that is, “THE SON OF PERDI- 
TION” according to Second Thessalon- 
ians 2:3, and could also fit into the 
Scriptures we have already referred to 
as pertaining to the Antichrist in Rev- 
elation, chapter 17, verses 8 and 11, 
because the Lord Jesus Christ in speak- 
ing of himself and God declared “I and 
the Father are one” (John 10:30) 
though they are the first and second 


persons in the God-head; hence the An- 
tichrist and False Prophet could, like 
God the Father and Christ the Son, be 
one in being, but two in personality. 

Therefore Antichrist and False 
Prophet are the second and third per- 
sons of the Evil Trinity. In the light 
of the above facts one can readily see 
what an awful reign of tribulation un- 
der the Antichrist will take place on 
the earth as described by the prophet 
Daniel in the last days of this age, 
(Dan. 12:1-10). 

So, no matter the peace conferences, 
humanly invented economic panaceas, 
revolutions, or political changes, out of 
all the effort the concentrated, boiled 
down Satanic result will be the setting 
up of a two-headed system of world do- 
minion with Antichrist at the helm of 
the nations and False Prophet at the 
head of a gigantic religious scheme 
which will control and deceive the en- 
tire human family which remains on 
earth after the saints have been trans- 
lated.

E live in a day and an age when 

there is a united attempt on the 
part of Gentile governments to unify 
the race into one gigantic corporation— 
a setting up of a world civilization, with 
God and His Christ set out of the pic- 
ture.

sesses a nature with a natural bent to 
do as it pleases independent of God. 


In history we see how God permits 
Mankind to run almost to the very end 
of itself in defiance of Him and His 
laws, and then in order to save the 
race from futility and self-destruction 
He permits judgments to visit the 
earth.

Jesus prophecied that the Jewish na- 
tion would continue under Gentile con- 
trol UNTIL the “Times of the Gentiles” 
should come to a close.

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The Holy Spirit

JESUS knew what awaited Him 

before the time came for His 
betrayal and crucifixion. He also 
knew what a shock His bitter ex- 
periences would bring to the dis- 
ciples. He, therefore, sought to 
increase their faith, bolster up 
their courage, and inspire their 
hopes. 


In order to brace them for the com- 
ing ordeal, He unfolded two lines of 
spiritual truth before them: First, the 
PROMISE of the Holy Spirit’s coming 
into the world, and Second, the PROM- 
ISE of His second coming. His re- 
marks are recorded in the 16th chapter 
of John’s Gospel. 


“Smite the Shepherd” 

Unspeakable sadness was sure to fill 
the hearts of this little group of men. 
Our Lord had a great sense of pity for 
them. He was not thinking of His own 
suffering as much as He was of their 
coming sorrow. At best, each of these 
rugged men had _ experienced inner 
struggles with their carnal natures. 
Their faith was none too strong. Jesus 
knew that Judas would betray Him, 
that Peter would deny Him, that Zach- 
ariah 13:7 would be fulfilled: “Smite 
the shepherd, and the sheep shall be 
scattered.” 


The Lord was careful to do His ut- 
most to keep the faith of the disciples 
from wavering. To get their minds off 
of the immediate ordeal, He sought to 
comfort them by announcing His future 
glory. He told them about the resur- 
rection and second advent. 


Yes, doubt. was soon to fill their 
hearts concerning His Messiahship when 
He would be turned over to cruel men. 
The disciples would be lonely and heart- 
sick when He was gone. Had not John 
the Baptist already doubted, while lan- 
guishing in a filthy prison! 

Jesus was to be taken from them, 
but in “a little while’ He would be 
back. He was not going to be gone 
long. That day, speaking to His dis- 
ciples, He saw two towering mountain 
peaks of time as He looked down the 
vista of the centuries. The first peak 
was His first coming; the second peak 
was His second coming. The valley be- 
tween the two peaks was “a little 
while.” 

John 16:16, “A little while, and ye 
shall not see me: and again, A LITTLE 
WHILE, and ye shall see me, because 
I go to the Father.” 


Introducing the Paraclete 

In the same chapter, Jesus introduces 
the Third Person of the Godhead Who 
was to come into the world as the of- 
ficial Representative of the eternal Trin- 
ity during the period which was to com- 
prise the dispensation of Grace. The 
disciples needed to be made ready for 
the reception of the Holy Spirit. ey 
needed to be instructed concerning His 
personality, nature and characteristics. 


Asman is of a_ threefold nature, 
body, soul and spirit, so also God is 
manifested to our humanity in a three- 
fold manner—Father, Son and Holy 


Ghost. As a man is alive simultaneous- 
ly on the three planes of his existence, 
likewise God is at one and the same 
time, active in all of the three mani- 
festations of Himself. 

The flower with three petals is some- 
what illustrative of the Trinity. One 
sap permeates the entire plant and yet 
they represent three distinct manifesta- 
tions of the same life. 


Every human being, born from above, 
becomes a life-unit, a center through 
whom the qualities of the Eternal Trin- 
ity are expressed. There are millions 
m J cells in a human body. Every cell 
possesses the life of the individual. 
Likewise, every soul that is vitalized 
with the Holy Spirit through super- 
natural regeneration, becomes a living 
cell in the body of Christ. 


One teacher sums up the fact of the 
Spirit’s work in man by using the fol- 
lowing metaphor: “As the sun causes a 
miniature sun in the heart of every ex- 
posed dewdrop, and as each dewdrop 
has all of the sun it could receive were 
it the only dewdrop; so the one God 
manifesting His Spirit as a generative 
center in every regenerate soul, gives 
to each His life and nature to the full 
extent of a soul’s receptivity and ca- 
pacity for expression.” 


The full meaning of Pentecost will be 
revealed only in eternity. But we do 
know that it was the birthday of the 
Church. It was that divinely appointed 


occasion when the Holy Spirit entered 
upon the scene of action to transact the 
affairs of the Trinity during the dispen- 
sation of Grace, between the first and 
second comings of Christ. It represent- 
ed the inauguration of a new spiritual 
kingdom whereby humans could become 
centers for the manifestation of God’s 
spiritual power, energy and_ special 
gifts. It involved the introduction of a 
plan through which new g@reatures, lit- 
erally “new creations”, in Christ could 
be produced. 


Persons thus moved upon by the 
supernatural action of the Holy Spirit 
become “living stones” in the great 
structure, the Church, which God is 
building to endure throughout all eter- 
nity.

gins by introducing the comforting 
element of the Holy Spirit’s ministry on 
earth. Tenderly He explains: “I will 
not leave you comfortless.” 


“It is expedient for you that I go 
away,” He continues, “for if I go not 
away, the Comforter will not come unto 
you; but if I depart, I will send him 
unto you.” 


We received the New Testament in 
the Greek language. Behind the Eng- 
lish word “Comforter” is the Greek word 
“Paraclete.” This term contains a 
much richer and more complete mean- 
ing than we visualize when the word 
“Comforter” is used in modern conver- 
sation. 


A Personal Experience 

However, it would be a mistake to 
minimize the comforting presence of 
the Holy Spirit which is so often felt 
when the child of God is passing 
through a trying experience. Some 
time ago, I was called home to Wichita, 
by long distance telephone, to the bed- 
side of a near relative who was slipping 
into eternity. 

My heart seemed to break as the 
realization gradually crept over me, 
that in the earth life I would never see 
this loved one again. Friends were 
kind and sympathetic but even their 
tender words could not reach the deep 
wound, the angry gash, which the death 
of my saintly and beloved grandmoth- 
er was leaving in my soul. 


In such an experience, one feels ut- 
terly helpless! The need of spiritual 
assistance becomes so great! The arm 
of flesh is weak at best. But in that 
sad hour, though my eyes were a well 
of tears, through the mists of sorrow, 
behind the black clouds, with the eye of 
faith, I saw a great light. 


Suddenly a deep peace flooded my 
soul. I was made conscious of a heay- 
enly Presence. Through spiritual dis- 
cernment that I can not explain, the 
Holy Spirit became real, real, REAL, 
Oh so real! And I wondered why I 
had been so slow in calling upon Him, 
so hesitant in trusting Him, so back- 
ward in pouring out the sorrow of my 
heart to Him. 


How many times when things have 
gone wrong, when friends have proven 
false, when barriers have become nu- 
merous, when obstacles to progress in 
the Lord’s service have appeared un- 
surmountable,—how many times, when 
my heart has been aching, have I gone 
to Him, felt His presence, heard His 
voice, and been made gloriously CON- 
SCIOUS that He is the true Comforter. 
The child of God, who lives up to his 
privileges, possesses a deep settled

How the Spirit Works 
“And when HE is come.” Let it be 
noted that this Scripture does not say, 
“And when IT is come.” 


The Holy Spirit is not an “it”. He is 
a Person. In His nature there is em- 
bodied all the qualities of personality. 
He is not a natural energy, an imper- 
sonal principle, a mental force, or a 
mathematical proposition.

Saints who prayed thus, understood 
how to cooperate with the Holy Spirit 
for the salvation of the lost. 


One of the chief indications that de- 
nominationalism is in the grip of apos- 
tasy is the fact that professing Chris- 
tians, to large degree, no longer possess 
a spiritual passion for the unsaved. Too 
many scholastics in our pulpits refer to 
mass evangelism as “mob psychology”. 


Holy Ghost conviction is a reality. I 
have seen this form of supernatural 
power sweep over scores of meetings 
where the Scriptures were being faith- 
fully expounded. God uses His Word 
like barbed arrows to pierce sinful 
hearts and to bring sinners to the place 
of definite decision.

her will. In reply, she assured me that 
she had belonged to church all her life. 
I was then faced with the problem of 
explaining to her the difference between 
joining a church and experiencing sal- 
vation. 


Finally she saw the light. Kneeling 
at the place of prayer, in the front of 
the church, she poured her heart out to 
God in genuine repentance, bitterness of 
soul, sincerity of heart. Presently she 
arose from her knees, face beaming 
with joy, and lips filled with praises to 
God. She said, “Oh, I feel such a sense 
of liberty; the clouds all seemed to roll 
away while we were praying. Hallelu- 
jah! I have such peace in my heart, 
the sweetest experience I have ever 
known!” 

What happened, that evening, at the 
place of prayer? “The Holy Ghost hap- 
pened! 

“And when He is come, he will re- 
prove the world of sin.” 


Paul makes it clear that in the end- 
time of this age, the Holy Spirit will be 
withdrawn from the world. Who can 
imagine what condtions will be when 
the restraining hand against sin is 
lifted? People may not appreciate the 
presence of the Paraclete now, but they 
will miss Him when He is gone! 


“He will guide you.” (1) The Holy 
Spirit energizes the conscience and 
stimulates the human will to the point 
where the indivdual seeks deliverance 
from the clutches of sin, (2) He gener- 
ates a new spirit in man by communi- 
cating the eternal life of Christ to the 
penitent mortal, (3) thus operating 
through the soul, He vitalizes and 
transforms human nature by abolish- 
ing the evil tendencies of the flesh and 
substituting new virtues of the spirit, 
and (4) thus human nature becomes a 
fit dwelling place for the Most High 


whereby He is permitted to lead the in- 
dividual into the fulness of the divine 
Presence and communicate the gifts of 
the Spirit. 


Our attitude toward the Paraclete 
should be that of John the Baptist to- 
ward Christ, “He must increase, but I 
must decrease.” By persistent self- 
abnegation, and the crucifixion of the 
carnal nature, the Holy Spirit is able 
to occupy the throne-room of the soul 
and mould the twice-born mortal ac- 
cording to the eternal purposes of God.

“INSPIRATION”. By A. E. Wendt.

R. WENDT has devoted himself to 
a very fine treatise on the sub- 
ject of “Inspiration”. He gives seven

theory of the verbal inspiration of the 
Scriptures.

MYSTIC GANDHI. By P. V. George. 
Published by Malabar Christian Office. 
Pages 240. Price $1.50. 


a writer has in a masterful way 
come to the rescue of many minds 
that have become absorbed with a 
somewhat sympathetic study of Mahat- 
ma Gandhi’s attitude toward Christian- 
ity. He says: “I have constantly to 
answer such questions as, Is not Gan- 
dhi the Christ of the day? Is not India 
under his lead moving toward Christ? 
If Hinduism, as such, can produce a 
Gandhi, why should Christ be preached 
at all? Added to these, some of the re- 
ligious assertions of Mr. Gandhi are 
such as cannot be allowed to pass un- 
challenged; hence this book.” 


Mr. George challenges Mr. Gandhi’s 
attitude toward Christ, and clearly 
shows that it is not nearly as sympa- 
thetic as it would sometimes appear. 
He quotes Gandhi on Christian missions 
as saying: “I have ventured at several 
missionary meetings to tell English and 
American Missionaries that if they 
could have refrained from telling India 
about Christ, and had merely lived the 
life enjoined upon them by the Sermon 
on the Mount, India, instead of suspect- 
ing them would have appreciated their 
living in the midst of her children, and 
would have directly profited by their 
presence.” 


Another statement made by Mr. Gan- 
dhi says: “There was a time when I 
was wavering between Hinduism and 
Christianity. When I recovered my bal- 
ance of mind, I felt that to me salvation 
was possible only through the Hindu 
religion, and my faith in Hinduism 
grew deeper and more enlightened.” 


Modernist preachers who deny the 
supernatural Pa ndamentals of historic 
and evangelical Christianity have much 
in common with Gandhi. Quotations 
from the writings by the Hindu Mystic 
harmonize, to a remarkable degree, 
with the views of leading Christian 
Liberals. In the last analysis both

groups strip our Lord of His deity and 
place Him on a level with other good 
men of history.

THE PATH OF PROTESTANTISM. 
By Julius F. Seebach, D.D. Published 
by The Round Table Press. Pages 243. 
Price $2.00. 


ww these days of apostasy, the aver- 
age Christian knows little of church 
history or the origin and course of 
Protestantism since the time of Luther. 
Dr. Seebach disapproves many of the 
assertions made by Roman Catholicism 
in regard to Protestantism. As one 
moves from page to page, he becomes 
increasingly aware of the rich heritage 
which the Christian possesses. 


The Author opens his remarks by 
saying: “The advocates of Rome are 
complacently announcing to an uneasy 
world the impending dissolution of 
what Newman Smyth calls, ‘Passing 
Protestantism’. They profess to see al- 
ready in sight, the end of this modern 
heresy and schism whose only stock 
in trade is a rabid antagonism to the 
Holy Church. It is a view which does 
their intelligence no credit. They ought 
to know better.” 


In the act of reviewing historical 
facts, Mr. Seebach is at the same time 
issuing a warning. He says: “The 
diverging roads in Protestantism has 
only been the persistent indictment of 
the Roman Catholic Church against it, 
and the basis of Rome’s present con- 
fidence that the Protestant faith is in 
the throes of dissolution. The large 
increasing number of denominations in 
the United States seemingly furnishes 
the most impressive argument for this 
contention. In 1916 the Census Bureau 
presented the records of 200 denomina- 
tions existing in our country; in 1926 
the total had grown to 218, with the 
numbers likely larger than that because 
of some that were not reported, and 
others of still later development.” Ene- 
mies of Protestantism fail to grasp the 
obvious fact that such denominational 
increases could result from “growing 
pains”, 

Toward the close of the book, Dr. 
Seebach shows how the movement for 
a united church begon in Canada. He 
declares, “In 1874 the Congregational- 
ists made the first proposal for organic 
union with other congenial groups, and 
the suggestion proved acceptable. 
strong incentive for all churches in this 
direction was the need of rendering 
effective service to the scattered popu- 
lation of Western Canada. That was 


also a predisposing influence of great 
power in the later and closer coordina- 
tions of the various church groups. The 
edefinite approach to a wider union came 
in 1885, and the basis for union was 
practically complete in 1908. The con- 
summation coming in 1925.” 


Dr. Seebach also sees the day when 
a world union of churches will be com- 
plete. Students of Bible prophecy will 
‘stop, look and listen” at this asser- 
tion. 


A very helpful series of charts are 
displayed in this book which will en- 
able the reader to follow the course 
of Protestantism more closely, con- 
cluding with a valuable indexed table 
of dates tracing the development and 
progress of Protestantism. 


This book is not only extremely need- 
ed in general study, but is fitted for 
the purpose of a class room text-book. 
An ideal Christmas present for any 
Protestant clergyman!

THE. WORLD’S CRISIS AND THE 
COMING CHRIST. By T. J. McCrossan. 
Published by the Author. Pages 248. 
Price $1.00. 


R. McCROSSAN, a scholar of rare 
attainments, has struck the very 
heart of the present crisis, and has left 
no stone unturned in coupling world 
conditions with the eminent return 
of Christ. He portrays, in graphic 
manner, the erroneous concepts of the 
Post-millennial attitude, over against 
the convincing facts of the Premillen- 
nial hope. 


He says: “Most preachers today are 
teaching that the Church must yet win 
this world to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and so bring in the millennium, a time 
when righteousness, love, peace and joy 
will fill this whole earth. All who thus 
believe are Post-millennialists. This 
word comes from ‘post,’ after; ‘nuile,’ 
a thousand; and ‘annus’ a year — “¢ 
‘after the thousand years.’ All such 
persons believe that the Church will 
yet succeed in converting the world, and 
so usher in this thousand years of 
righteousness called the Millennium; 
then, at the end of this blissful period, 
Christ will come again, but not before.” 


Dr. McCrossan discusses the two pas- 
sages of Scripture which advocates for 
Post-millennialism use most frequently. 
First, because of Psalms 2:8, “Ask of 
me, and I will give the heathen of thine 
inheritance, and the uttermost parts 
of the earth for thy possession.” He 
ably convinces the reader that_ this 
promise is to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
rather than to the Church. 


The second reason he gives, is the 
parable of the leaven. In this he shows 
very conclusively that the leaven, instead 
of presenting a picture of the gospel 
of Jesus Christ, to the contrary reveals 
the subtle working in the last days of 
Modernism, and the scores of cults and 
false teachings which tend to produce 
malice, wickedness, impurity, selfish- 
ness, and all manner of sin that in their 
final outworking . denies diety of 
Christ and all foundation truths of the 
Bible. 

Mr. McCrossan’s exegesis of The 
Seven Churches of the book of Reve- 
lation and their connection with the 
present crisis, is a revelation in itself. 
He says: “The word Laodicea (seventh 
church, depicting the last church age 
before Christ returns) means, ‘Laos,’ 





the people; and ‘dike,’ right. During 
this period, men will claim the right 
to criticize God and His inspired Word, 
and will refuse to believe any teaching 
of the Lord Jesus which does not meet 
the approval of their own intellects. 
“This church will extend to the Rap- 
ture.” 


The reader will be held spell bound 
as Mr. McCrossan connects twelve 
Scriptural signs with the present ex- 
pectancy of Christ’s return. 


Dr. McCrossan closes his book with 
a fine chapter on “Christ’s Millennial 
Reign, and the Three Judgments yet 
awaiting Mankind.” 


No one interested in world condi- 
tions and the coming of Christ should 
miss this scholarly and Scriptural book 
which will not only serve as an educa- 
tion in —- teaching, but will also 
strengthen the hope of all of God’s 
children in the hope of the return of 
our Lord.

ESUS CHRIST is the heart of the 

Bible, the very heart of God. Sin- 
ners need a Savior, and Jesus is the 
only “name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved.” I 
saw a striking picture once. A man 
with a fearful look on his face was 
standing with right arm lifted grasp- 
ing a huge knife in his hand. At his 
feet lay a beautiful figure. It was not 
his wife, as too often in these days, 
but his conscience; he had stabbed it 
to death. 


Everyone has some consciousness of 
sin, and sometimes, if not always, 
conscience troubles us, unless we have 
murdered it, so we don’t think, feel or 
care. But sin is in every soul just the 
same. “All have sinned”, God says. 
And sin brings sorrow and must be 
punished; justice demands it. And God 
is just, as well as merciful, loving and 
kind, absolutely, infinitely just, and 
will punish, must punish sin to the ut- 
most. The punishment of sin is accord- 
ing to the nature and extent of it. 


Violating the infinitely holy law of 
the infinitely holy God, our sin is an 
infinite one and must have an infinite 
penalty, or everlasting punishment. We 
cannot escape this. It is not because 
God wants it so, but because we will 
to have it so. Eternal punishment is 
the inevitable consequence of sin.

The awful pun- 
ishment of sin is as certain as that fire 
burns. 


Is there any escape? Yes, we need 
a Savior, and from the beginning God 
promised a Savior, even his own Son. 
Jesus came, was born of the virgin 
Mary, lived a perfect life, and died an 
infinite death, being “God manifested 
in the flesh”, so atoning, or paying for 
our infinite sin. And now God says if 
we will be sorry for our sin, believe 
and receive Jesus as Savior, He will for- 
give our sin, change our natures, make 
us “New Creatures” by the regenerating 
power of the Holy Spirit, and adopt us 
as His children. This is God’s revealed 
way in the Bible, logical, reasonable, 
scientific, Biblical. As a feast would 
do us no good though starving, unless 
we partook of it, so the soul will starve 
forever that will not partake of the 
gospel feast prepared of God and 
spread by His Son. Redemption in 
Christ is the most reasonable thing in 
the world.

D. L. Moody 


ONE reason why God continuously, 
through so many years, used D. L 
Moody was because he was a humble 
man. 

I think Moody was the humblest man 
I ever knew in all my life. He loved to 
quote the words of another: “Faith gets 
the most, love works the most, but 
humility keeps the most.” He himself 
had the humility that keeps everything 
it gets. As I have already said, he was 
the most humble man I ever knew, i i. €., 
the most humble man when we bear in 
mind the great things he did, and the 
praise that was lavished upon him. Oh, 
how he loved to put himself in the back- 
ground and put other men in the fore- 
ground. How often he would stand on 
a platform with some of us little fel- 
lows seated behind him and as he spoke 
he would say: “There are better men 
coming after me.” As he said it, he 
would point back over his shoulder with 
his thumb to the “little fellows.” 


I do not know how he could believe 
it, but he really did believe that the 
others that were coming after him were 
really better than he was. He made no 
pretense to a humility he did not pos- 
sess. In his heart of hearts he constant- 
ly underestimated himself, and over- 
estimated others. 

Mr. Moody loved to keep himself in 
the background. At his conventions at 
Northfield, or anywhere else, he would 

ush the other men to the front and, if 
e could, have them do all the preach- 
ing—McGregor, Campbell Morgan, An- 
drew Murray, and the rest of them. 

Oh, how many a man has been full 

of promise and God has used him, and 
then the man thought that he was the 
whole thing and God was compelled to 
set him aside! I believe more promis- 
ing workers have gone on the rocks 
through self-sufficiency and self-esteem 
than through any other cause. I can 
look back for forty years, or more, and 
think of many men who are now wrecks 
or derelicts who at one time the world 
thought were going to be something 
great. But they have disappeared en- 
tirely from the public view. 
Because of overestimation of self. 4 
the men and women who have been put 
aside because they began to think that 
they were somebody, that they were 
“it”, and therefore God was compelled 
to set them aside.

Christ, that it was responsible for His 
death, that the Apostle John was re- 
ferring to it when he said the spirit 
of anti-Christ was then in the world, 
that it was the primary cause of the 
persecution which New Testament 
eee, suffered at the hands of the 
ews. 


The conspiracy has appeared on the 
surface at different times in history. 
It bobbed up in the ILLUMINATI; it 
came into the open later in the French 
Revolution; it has dominated European 
Masonry for centuries, and this was

December 9 


The Christian as a Teacher 
Mt. 7324-29; Acts 18:24-28 





ESUS here lays down the plainest 

sort of conditions under which His 
Word is to be declared. “Not every 
man that saith” “Many will say”. It 
is not calling Jesus “Lord” but doing 
God’s will that makes us either fit for 
the kingdom ourselves or for teaching 
others its principles. The teacher must 
be right HIMSELF, must be doing 
God’s will HIMSELF, ere he can with 
any reason, acceptance or hope of suc- 
cess, set about the work of teaching 
others. 


Even achieving wonders in the name 
of Jesus, if one has no real knowledge 
of Jesus Himself (1 Cor. 13:2), consti- 
tutes no proof that God has set His 
seal upon that ministry. We learn 
from verses 22-23 that even “healing” 
and other wonderful works is NOT con- 
clusive proof. No amount of perform- 
ed wonders proves the authenticity of 
one who neither holds the doctrines or 
manifests the spirit of Christ, the sent 
Son, the Lord of glory. No matter what 
one has done or taught in the NAME 
of Christ; no matter how exalted his 
position or loud his profession, if he 
follow not, in himself, the way of the 
great Example, his work comes utter- 
ly to naught; there awaits him at the 
coming day only the dreadful repudia- 
tion—“I never knew you; depart from 
Me.” In other words, we are expected 
to “practice what we preach.” 


Acts 18:24-28. Scholarship ALONE 
is not the key which unlocks the trea- 
sure-house of heavenly grace. Apol- 
los, a scholarly preacher, was perhaps 
more attractive to a certain class of 
hearers who were not so much attract- 
ed by the unadorned forthrightness of 
Paul (1 Cor. 1:12). He was not only a 
scholar; he was a man “mighty in the 
Scriptures” (v. 24). He taught with 
much exactness “the things concerning 
Jesus” (v. 25 R.V.). But he knew on- 
ly the baptism of John; i. e., a baptism 
that was merely an expression of re- 
pentance and that led to remission of 
sin. 

Christian baptism, a baptism into 
Christ, followed by the gift of the Holy 
Spirit (Acts 2:38); a baptism that sets 
forth identification with Jesus Christ 
in His death and resurrection (Rom. 6: 
8-4; Gal. 3:2) he did not know nor un- 
derstand. He was faithful up to the 
light he had. Priscilla and Aquila, up- 
on hearing him, realized at once that 
there was much for him to learn. In- 
stead of criticizing his preaching, they 
took him into their own home, and “ex- 
pounded unto him the way of God more 
perfectly.” 


“For he mightily convinced the Jews, 
and that publicly, shewing by the 
scriptures that Jesus was Christ.” 
True, the Old Testament prophecies 
reveal Christ; thus the Jews could be 
made to understand. Here we note the 
Prophetic element in the preaching of 


Apollos, an element which always lends 
power to the preaching of any servant 
of God. 





3 December 16 
The Christian and the Lord’s 
Supper 
| I Cor. 11:23-26; Mt. 26:26-30 





T IS a Divine Ordinance. (1 Cor. 11: 

23). 

It is a Symbelical Ordinance. Bread 
and wine typical of his broken body 
and shed blood. 


It is a Commemorative Ordinance. 
“In Remembrance of Me.” Like the 
photograph of mother which we carry 
with us. “Lest we forget.” 


It is a Testimonial Ordinance. “Show 
forth (publish) my death.” 


It is a Social Ordinance. The whole 
caer of God gathered about His 
table. 


Not a Permanent Ordinance. Only 
“Until He Come.” When a lover gives 
and his bride-elect accepts, a betrothal 
ring, the emblem becomes a pledge of 
mutual love and loyalty. She looks up- 
on the ring as the visible representa- 
tive of the man who gave it, and in his 
absence, her heart glows with increas- 
ing love. Beautiful as the ring may be, 
however, it derives its whole value from 
the mutual dedication of each to the 
other, which it betokens, and the mar- 
riage to which it points. An engage- 
ment ring would be meaningless and 
valueless as a permanency. It is the 
pledge of a wedding ring. 


Who may partake? God has given 
this institution to HIS CHILDREN. No 
man or council can rightfully deprive 
one of God’s children from partaking. 
You say, “I feel unworthy and the 
Bible says not to eat ‘unworthily’”’. 
“Unworthily” does not mean personal 
unworthiness, but in an unworthy man- 
ner, that is thoughtlessly, “not dis- 
cerning the Lord’s body” that is there- 
in set forth. If you feel unworthy then 
you most need to commune. If you are 
conscious of transgression in the past 
week, enter the Lord’s house on the 
first day, and there, as you commune 
with Chvist, remembering His death, 
renew your ‘ows, penitently ask for- 
giveness and renew your strength, go- 
ing forth to serve Him in the coming 
days. 

It is a Communion with CHRIST. 
You say, “I will not commune with 
that hypocrite.” You are not commun- 
ing with that hypocrite at the Lord’s 
Table, but with Christ. 


How Often Partake? The only au- 
thority we have is, “On the first day of 
the week.” On the first day, the day 
Christ arose from the dead, we remem- 
ber His resurrection and likewise His 
death and suffering about His table, 
until He come again. As a rose with- 
out its fragrance, as the honeycomb 
without its sweetness, as the beautiful 
setting without the beautiful gem for 


which it has been prepared, so is the 
Lord’s Day without its memorial feast. 
This is your Lord’s dying request, “Do 
this in remembrance of Me.” 


From this lesson we learn that it is 
impossible to over estimate the im- 
portance of the Lord’s Table in Chris- 
tian worship.

Luke 2:8-19 











‘by aided emptied Himself of His 
Reputation (Phil. 2:7). Not of His 
character but reputation. He was very 
jealous of His character and defied 
them to find a flaw in it. Character is 
what I am; reputation is what they say 
I am. You may rob me of my reputa- 
tion but you can’t touch my character. 
The only one who can injure that is 
myself. It is strange that we are so 
touchy about our reputations and so 
careless about our characters. Jesus 
had a remarkable reputation with God: 
“This is My beloved Son in Whom I am 
well pleased.” 


He made Himself of no reputation; 
no one robbed Him of it. All planned 
and prophecied. He emptied Himself 
of His reputation; how did He do this. 


1.—Born in a Manger and not a 
Mansion. Son of God had every right 
to a mansion. Not an accident that He 
was born in a manger; it was a fulfill- 
ment of prophecy. The only one who 
ever had a choice of His birthplace, 
chose a manger rather than a mansion. 


2.—Born of a Peasant instead of a 
Prince. He was the only One who ever 
had a choice of His mother and He 
chose a poor peasant woman, so poor 
that all she could afford as a sacrifice 
was two little turtle doves. He was 
born in poverty that through His pover- 
ty we might be made rich. 


3.—Lived in a City of no Reputation. 
Rather a city with a bad reputation. 
He could have lived in Jerusalem with 
the elite of society. Why live thirty 
years in Nazareth? 


4.—Worked at the Carpenter’s 
Bench. Why did the King of Heaven, 
owner of everything in the world, blis- 
ter his hands at hard work? Why did 
He not become one of the idle rich 
gentlemen living on his money? Jesus 
emptied Himself of the pride that de- 
spises honest work. 


5.—Chose Fishermen for His Cubi- 
net. He could have selected the most 
learned of his day. Chose fishermen 
and said around these He would build 
His church and carry on His purpose 
of Grace for the world. 


6.—Had Common People for His 
Audience. Could have addressed the 
college at Jerusalem. Common people 
heard Him gladly. Accused of being a 
“friend of sinners.” 


7.—He had no Home. World made 
by Him but had no home in latter 
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years. Told disciples He was going to 
prepare a mansion for them but had 
none for Himself here. 

8.—He had no Grave. 
Joseph of Arimathea. 

9.—Died as a Criminal on a Cross. 
“Cursed is everyone that hangeth on 2 
tree.” Died thus to remove the curse 
for us.

Tests of a Christian 
1 John 5:1-12 








1 —Believe that Jesus is the Christ. 

(1 John 5:1; 4:15; Acts 8:37). When 
we receive Him (John 1:12) we become 
the children of God. 


2.—Believe in the Word of God (1 
John 5:10). Every cnild of God wiil 
have an unwavering faith in the Bible 
as the Word of God, believing “the re- 
cord that God gave of His Son.” 


8.—Possesses the Holy Spirit (Rom. 
8:9, 14,16). “If any man have not the 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of His.” 
“he Spirit Himself beareth witness 
with our spirit, that we are the children 
of God.” 


4.—Obey His Commands. (1 John 2: 
3-4). “He that saith, 1 know Him, and 
keepeth not His commandments, is a 
liar.” Not tnose who shout the most; 
empty barrels make the most noise; buc 
he who does the will of the Father who 
is in Heaven, Mere emotional reactions 
may be little indication of true Chris- 
tian character. 


5.—Love the Brethren (1 John 2:9- 
11; 3:14-17; 4:20-21; John 13335). We 
are justified alone but we are sancti- 
fied together. “If a man say, I love 
God, and hateth his brother, he is a 
liar.” Do you get joy out of meeting 
with the brethren in the prayer meet- 
ing or meeting with the world at a card 
party. 

6.—Love Not the World (1 John 2: 
15-17). The world hates Christ and 
will hate you if you are His. At the 
circus I saw a woman riding two hors- 
es at one time but the greatest eques- 
trian in the world can’t ride two horses 
at one time if they are going in oppo- 
site directions. 


7.—Walk in the Light (1 John 1:5, 
7). Light and darkness can never exist 
in the same place. The minute lhght 
comes in the darkness disappears. “If 
we say that we have fellowship with 
Him, and walk in darkness, we lie.” 


8.—Not Living in Sin. (1 John 3:8- 
9). A Christian may sin, confess it 
and have it forgiven (1 John 1:9; 2:1) 
but a born again one cannot live in ha- 
bitual sin or practice sin; if he does 
it is an indication that the nature of 
Christ, which cannot sin (1 John 3:9), 
is not abiding in Him. If we sin it is 
the old nature doing the work. We are 
bidden to let our new nature dominate 
our lives. 

9.—Know How to Detect Error. (1 
John 2:20, 26,27; 4:6; 5:20). It is a 
question whether those who have been 
seduced by Satan were ever born again 
or they would have detected error by 
the Spirit of Truth within.
